LONDON, Oct. 26.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The increasing desire of the 
older governments of the world to os- 
tracize England mgy have an impor- 
tant effect upon the British govern- 
ment’s treatment of the Venezuelan: 
and other New World disputes. ‘t is 
no diplomatic secret that Lord Salis- 
bury is particularly unwilling at the 
present time to give serious offense to 
the United States government and the 
American people. 

The friendly attitude of the United 
States is likely soon to become of 
great importance to Great Britain, and 
one probable for delaying the 
British reply to those Monroe-doctrine 
arguments is that Lord Salisbury de- 
sired to acquaint himself with the real 
temper of the people in the matter. 
The effect of the report of his so- 
called ultimatum to Venezuela is giv- 
ing him all.the information he needs 
on that subject. The emphatic daily 
utterances of the American press, 
many of which dre reproduced here, 
may be expected to have an almost 
decisive effect in shaping the policy 
of the British government toward 
South American States.

FORCED GUARDIANSHIP. 


MADAGASCAR FORMALLY ACCEPTS 
A FRENCH PROTECTORATE. 


The Resident-General to Have Fell 
Control of the Internal Adminis- 
tration of Affairs in the Inland— 
Effect on Waller’s Concession. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—( Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The treaty between France and 
Madagascar has been published. In 
brief the Queen accepts the protector- 
ate of France. The latter represents 
Madagascar in all foreign relations. 
Questions concerning foreigners will 
be in the hands of the French Resi- 
dent-General, and the republic will un- 
dertake to defend Madagascar — 
all dangers. * 

The Resident-General will have con- 
trol of the internal administration of 
Medagascar, but the republic does not 
assume the responsibility for treaties 
or concessions heretofore granted. The 
public expenditures and the debt will 
be secured by the revenue of the is- 
land. The Queen agrees not to contract 
a loan without the authority of the 
‘republic. French diplomats and con- 
suls abroad are charged with the jro- 
tection of the interests of Madagascar. 

THE WALLER CONCESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Crammond 
Kennedy, the attorney who has pre- 
sented the Waller case to the State 
Department, on being shown the Paris 
cable, said that the effect of the 
treaty undoubtedly would be to preju- 
dice and perhaps to annihilate the 
Waller concession, so far as the French 
authorities could: effect that result. 
But it remained to be seen, Kennedy 
said, what the United States govern- 
ment would say respecting the preju- 
dicing of the concession to an Ameri- 
can citizen granted in 1894. 

Kennedy is of the opinion that. this 
government will not allow American 
interests to suffer by the treaty. -He 
points out that the language “the re- 
public does not assume the. responsi- 
bility for the concessions here:ofore 


in wiping out the Waller concessions, 
though its obvious purpose is to- with- 
hold all recognition from this conces- 
sion. 

He ~- points out that the treaty of 
1883° between Madagascar and the 
United States expressly provided ‘for 
concessions to the citizens of this coun- 
trv. That feature of the new treaty 
which makes French diplomatic cffi- 
cials” representatives of the interests 
of Madagascar may bring Ambassador 
Patenotre into the case, not as a rep- 
resentative of France, but as in- 
direct representative of Madagascar. 

In diplomatic circles, this treaty, 
including the French conquest of Mad- 
agascar, is regarded as another impor- 
tant step in the political history’ of 
European colonization and aggrandize- 
ment in South Africa.

LEMUEL E. QUIGG WILL IMPEACH 
THE SECRETARY. 


The Editor of the New York Press 
Wants to Know More About that 

, Bond Issue—California League of 
Republican Newspapers Issues 
an Appeal. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) There was considerable stir in 
political and financial circles today 
over the renewal of the report that a 
resolution would be introduced in the 
next House of Representatives, prob- 
ably by Lemuel E. Quigg, editor of the 
Press of this city, seeking the impeach- 
ment of Seoretary Carlisle because of 
the alleged illegality of the recent* 
bond issue. 

Quigg, when seen today, left no doubt 
that he and his associates believe they 
have in the bond issue ample ammu- 
nition for making the liveliest sort of 
a fight before the country. The friends 
of Cleveland's administration were in- 
clined today to regard the bond syndi- 
cate business as having been pretty 
thoroughly threshed out during the last 
month. The House was in session and 
several Wall-street men said that had 
there been room to question the legal- 
ity of the issue it would have been at- 
tempted undoubtedly before the House 
was adjourned. Quigg himself was by 
no means positive about the illegality 
of the issue. His contention really is 


that the issue was a great piece of 
financial folly. 


“There is,” said he, “a strong dispo- 
sition to obtain facts connected with 
the drawing of the Gontract and the 
disposition of the bonds. By this con- 
tract the richest nation In the world 
has been compelled to pay a bonus of 
$9,000,000 and interest to the amount of 
$75,000,000 for a comparatively trifling 
loan of $64,000,000.

SPRINGFIELD (I1L.,) Oct. 26,—United 
States Senator John M. Palmer, .who 
contemplates retiring from public life, 
ia now engaged in the preparation of a 
work, somewhat autobiographical, en- 
titled, “‘The Story of an Earnest Life.” 

An Associated Press representative 
was today furnished with advance 
pages. of the work which seem now, in 
view of the publication of Senator Sher- 
man’s book, giving an account of Gen. 
Garfield's nomination for the Presi- 
dency, quite appropriate. Senator Pal- 
mer kept a diary, from which the fol- 
lowing extract from pages written in 
June, 1863, are made known: 

“In my visits to headquarters, I 
formed a somewhat familiar acquaint- 
ance with Brig.-Gen. James A. Gar- 
field, who had been promoted-from coio- 
nel of an Ohio regiment, at the head of 
which he*had won some distinction dur- 
ing a short campaign in Eastern Xen- 
tucky. My first impression of Gen. Gar- 
field was that he was scholarly, but 
somewhat formal and a little pedantic. 
His habits were studious and he de- 
voted himself to his duties, which were 
those of chief of staff, assiduously; his 
conduct was extremely respectful to his 
chief, Gen. Rosecrans, and considerate 
and polite to all with whom he was 
brought in contact. His views of mili- 
tary and political affairs seemed to be 
judicious, elevated and liberal, us far 
as could be judged by his expressions, 
but he did not impress me as one who 
possessed either depth of feeling or pre- 
eminent sincerity. - 

“He had at that time the conspicuous 
habit of expressing generous sentiments 
by appropriate and often neat or beau- 
tiful quotations from the best authors. 
His definitions and statements were 
usually exact, but he did not often com- 
mit himself upon any doubtful point in 
military or political policy oth rise 
than by happily-expressed quotatibns. 
He was ambitious, as was easy to be 
seen, and furnished proof of his con- 
duct, that he would bide his time and 
would not be likely to recklessly share 
the misfortunes of either his chief or 
any’ one else. 

“T was not surprised afterward when 
Rosecrans was unfortunate at ‘“hica- 
mauga that Garfield so managed as not 
only to escape the censure to which 
Rosecrans was subjected, but obtained 
credit by his easy and useless return to 
Gen. Thomas on the - battlefield.”

A MADDENED MOB. 


THE TIFFIN, 0., JAIL ATTACKED 
BY LYNCHERS, 


Fruitliess Attempt to Seize the Mur- 
derer of Marshal Schulz—The 
Guards Fire a Deadly Volley 

 * Into the Crowd and Beat it Back. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPURT.) 

CLEVELAND (0.,) Oct. 27.—A special to 
the Leader from Tiffin, O., says that the senti- 
ment against Martin, the man who so heart- 
lessly killed Marshal Schulz last Wednesday 
evening, while resisting arrest, broke out 
with increased fury last night, and culminated 
about 1:30 o'clock this (Sunday) morning in 
an onslaught on the jail by a crowd number- 
ing 300. The attacking party was composed 
principally of men from Hopewell township, 
the home of the murdered marshal. The lat- 
ter’s brother headed the mob. A number of 
Tifin men were in the crowd, and took an 
aggressive part. ‘The result is that two of the 
attacking party were instantly killed. 

The mob formed on the outskirts of the 
town and marched to the jail in a body. They 
went to work without ceremony, and com- 
menced to batter down the doors at the side 
entrance, making no demand of the Sheriff 
for the keys or anything. Saturday bein 
the day of the marshal’s funeral, an attac 
was not unexpected by the Sheriff, and when 
night came a strong guard was placed on the 
inside of the jail. There was no resistance to 
the mob when it battered down the door, but 
when it started to break down the door lead- 
ing to the corridor, a sharp fusillade was com- 
menced by the guards. At the first they fired 
in the air, but as the attack became fiercer 
the guards shot to take effect. 

The killing put a temporary stop to the on- 
slaught, but it made the mob act like so many 
wild animals, They left the building gwearing 
vengeance on the Sheriff, and crying their in- 
tention to blow the jail up with dynamite. 
Henry Mutchler is the name of one of the 
dead men. He is a laborer about 25 years old. 
He was one of the agitators. The name of the 
other man is Christ Mott, and he lives in this 
city. He is a butcher. 

At 2:30 o’tlock this morning the mob is 
standing on the square, bloodthirsty, but net 
dari to make another attack. Officer Kiefer, 
in trying to repel the mob, was struck on the 
head with a stone and taken me uncon- 
scious. It)waS at first thought he was dead, 
but the physicians succeeded in restoring him. 
The news of the attack spread like wikifire 
and hundreds of citizens hurried to the scene. 
Every attempt is being made by the cooler 
heads to pacify the mob, but all is apparently 
in vain. A telegram was forwarded to Gov 
McKinley at 2:30 o’clock asking him to order 
the militia. About thirty shots were fired. It 
is not known whether the attacking party fired 
or not. 

LATER.—At 2:45 o'clock the situation re- 
mains the same. The mob is very poorly or-; 
ganized, many having loaded up with whisky 
to get up their nerve.

A HEAVY FAILURE.

“I am worth $70,000," said he, “and I 
can afford to spend a small part of it 
out of curiosity. I am tired of hearing 
these fellows talk, and want them to 
fight. Here is $5000 for one of them to 
pick up. I won't charge a cent to the 
forty men who will be admitted and 
won't make a cent out of the fight. If 
they don’t want to fight, they are 
newspaper fighters, not prizefighters.” 
When asked where he expected to 
pull off the mill, Brodie declined to 
name the exact loaality. 
“You may say,” he said, “that it 
will take place in the State of New 
York. I have pulled off fights there be- 
fore and I can do it again. I won’t 
advertise it. I will simply notify the 
men where to come and the first the 
public knows of it, it will readin the 
newspapers an account of the battle. 
That is the way to fight.”

Live on Indian Mountains. 
QEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 26.—M. H. 
Levalile, the noted French traveler, has 
arrived from India, which he visited 
in gearch of anthropological phenom- 
ena. On his return to France he will 
prepare book on the most extraor- 
dinary tr of human beings ever dis- 
covered, the Todas, who live in the 
presidency of, Madras on almost inac- 
-cessible mountain-tops and predipices, 
never before visited by a savant. These 

ple are dying out fast, only 511 be- 

alive now. They are supposed to 
be descended from a colony of Roman 
soldiers, or from soldiers belonging to 
the armies of Alexander the Great. M, 
Levalle makes the following statement 
this anthropological curios- 


‘Men of science and others who have 
taken an interest in ethnography, will 
have to make haste if they want to 
see a specimen of the Todas, the most 
curious race of human beings in all 
India. In the year 1890, the census- 
takers counted 675 men, women and 
children belonging to this tribe. At the 
time I left Madras, four weeks : 
there were exactly 511, among them 311 
males. Anybody can figure out how 

- s00n the last Toda will be gathered to 
his fathers. 

“I have lived for some time among 
these people, studying their morals 
and habits, their present mode of liv- 
ing and history and came to the con- 
clusion that potyentsy is the reason 
for the astonishing d unprecedented 
degeneration of this race. With the be- 
ginning of this century they numbered 


sees them almost wiped out, and, as 
I have learned, neither flood, nor war, 
nor epidemics helped to hasten the

Up’to the time of 
the interference of the Madras British 
government, the women were dressed 
solely in their crowning glory, a man- 
tle of beautiful black 
they wore loose around their shoulders 
and girdle or a metal chain around 
their naked waist.”

, MISSING AND OVERDUE. 


A List of Vessels Concerning Which 
There Is Concern. : 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 26.—The list 
of missing and overdue ships is in- 
creasing. The Lord Brassey, eighty-one 
days out from Hongkong for San 
Francisco, is reinsured at 15 per cent. 
Other vessels concerning which there 
is anxiety are the Lady Lawrence, from 
New Castle for Valparaiso of which 55 
per cent. reinsurance has been paid; the 
Noddleburn, Newcastle for Tocopilla, 
75 per cent.; the Soudan, Cardiff for 
Callao, 30 per cent, and the Timura, 
Melbourne for London, 35 per cent. 
The vessels in which San Francis- 
cans are most initerested are the Star 
of Austria and Lord Spencer, which are 
considered as good as lost and to these 
have been added the Earl of Hopetoun, 
Tatoosh for Adelaide, on which 40 per 
cent is offered; the Nordlyset, Clyde 
for San Francisco, 20, per cent; and 
Casa Bona, Clyde for San Francisco, 20 
per cent. These two are good risks. 
On board those of the overdue fleet 
for which 'tthere is no real cause to feel 
anxiety are about 190 men and officers. 
On vessels overdue for which there is 
cause for some but not serious anxiety 
are about as many more souls. On 
vessels that are posted as missing the 
last eight months and for which there 
is no hope, were about one hundred 
and fifty souls. The amount of prop- 
erty represented by the overdue fleet 
is valued at about $6,000,000, including 
the value of the ships and cargoes. 


COLD WATER IN HOT BOILERS. 


Explosion at. a Fair Haven Mill— 
Five Victims.

MAJ. ORR SHORT. | 
The Stockton Insane Asylam Treas- 
urer Is Ousted. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

STOCKTON, Oct. 26.—The expert ap- 
pointed to examine the accounts of 
Maj. Orr, the secretary and treasurer | 
of the board of directors of the State 
Asylum for the Insane, today reported 
a shortage of $10,192. The office was 
declared vacant today and a bank offi- 
cer was appointed to succeed Orr, to 
make a demand on him for the money. 

Maj. Orr thas been the treasurer and 

for the past thirteen years 
and, during that long time he has not 
made a report about the fund, and the 
directors have never called for @ report. 
Six weeks ago Director Steffens noticed 
erasures in the accounts that excited 
his suspicion, and the examination of 
the books was made on his suggestion. 
The shortage is mainly in the account 
of moneys received from patients de- 
livered at the asylum and cleans 
out a fund that has been  accu- 
mulating for twenty or more years. 
The directors will demand the 
money from the bondsmen, but they 
will not pay without a contest, claim- 
ing that they are not liable beyond the 
term of four years. Orr has held on 
as a continuous officer, but other offi- 
cers and the doctors are elected for four 
years’ terms, and he gave only one bond 
many years ago. The secretary and 
treasurer is elected to serve during the 
pleasure of the board. 

Orr made a clean breast of the defal- 
cation when charged with it by the dl- 
rectors, and did not give any excuses. 
A director says the major did not know 
how much he was short and when the 
amount was stated to him it staggered 
him. It is said that the shortage dates 
back to 1885 and that it commenced by 
the officer taking small sums which he 
expected to make good out of his 
monthly salary of $50, and when he 
found he could not make it good he lost 
hope and went deeper. He did not save 
a dollar, but spent the money in con- 
viviality. Orr has been a prominent 
citizen here for many years and is an 
able man. He was in the newspaper 
business number of years, and _ re- 
cently was a delegate to the free-silver 
convention in San Francisco. 


STOCKWELL GOT AWAY. 


The Arm of the Law Not Strong

10 FIGHT FOR CUBA. | 


A SECRET EXPEDITION EN ROUTE 
FROM NEW YORK. 


One Hendred Young Enthusiasts 
with Plenty of Arms and Ammu- 
nition Under Sespucdes—Court- 
martial of Lieut. Gallego. 


(EGTLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—The World to- 
morrow will say that Carlos Manuel de 
Sepuedes, first President of the pro- 
vincial Cuban republic, of twenty 
years ago, is on the high seas at the 
head of a secret expedition, which he 
expects to land in Cuba in a few days. 
He is accompanied by 100 enthusiastic 
young men, all armed, who have deter- 
mined to fight the Spaniards for Cuba's 
liberation. The expedition was quietly 
fitted out in this city during the past 
three months, and no money was spared 
to make it a success. It started from 
the Delaware River early last week. 

The vessel which carries the men to 
Cuba is a large schooner of the clipper 
class, fitted with rapid-firing guns. She 
has in her hold 500 Winchester and 
Remington rifies, 600,000 cartridges, two 
Gatling guns, 500 machetes and half a 
ton of dynamite. The men who accom- 
pany De Sepuedes are well-drilled and 
uniformed.

CARS ARE, RUNNING. 


‘KEW ELECTRIC LINE ON BELLE- 
VUE AVENUE OPENED. 


City Offtetals an@ Others Take the 
Initial Trip—Speeches, Fireworks 
and a Big Merry-making Last 
Evening—Closed with a Serenade. 


The inauguration of the running of 
electric cars om Bellevue avenue was 
celebrated yesterday and last night 
with appropriate ceremonies under the 
auspices of the Northwest Improve- 
ment Association, 

The initial trip of passenger cars on 
the line was taken yesterday morning. 
The Mayor, members of the City Coun- 
cil and other city officials, together 
with the president of the Board of 
Trade, and others boarded cars which 
were started from Fourth and Spring 
streets. 

The run without special 
incident over ir the line, which is double- 
tracked as far as the Sisters’ Hospital. 
At the end of the line at the Burbank 
junction opportunity was given for 
speech-making and among those who 
were called on were M. H| Sherman, 
general manager of the Pasadena and 
Pacific Railway Company, builder of 
the road, Mayor Frank Rader, ex- 
Mayor H. T. Hazard, Councilmen M. 
P. Snyder, F. S. Munson, George D. 
Pessell, 8. H. Kingery, O. A. Ivers, P. 
M. Scott, Senator Cole and W. H. Kelly. 

The attention of the members of the 
Council was called to the necessity of 
widening Béllevue avenue between 
Main and Caetelar streets, and it was 
admitted that this improvement was 
greatly needed. 

A public celebration of the opening of 
the new line was held last night at 
Bellevue avenue and Montreal street. 
Before darkness had fallen the young 
people and the older began to gather 
and as the electric. cars went past one 
way and the other cries of enthusiasm 
poured forth from scores of throats 
till the cheers became deafening. 

Gradually the people were seated in 
the hall of the NorthweSt Improvement 
Association on’that corner and Thomas 
Kelley, the president. who was on hand 
wearing a tall hat, called the gather- 
ing to order. The place was tastefully 
decorated with palms and flowers. 

Mr. Kelley spoke of the occasion of 
the celebration and said that for the 
present a horse car would be run to 
Elysian Park, but within six months 
that line also would be electrized. 
There was no need, said he, to speak 
of what a benefit such a line would be, 
for it would render Elysian Park ac- 
cessible and that park would then be 
likely to get larger appropriations for 
its improvement. He also touched on 
the need of a boulevard 100 feet wide 
from Elysian Park to Echo Park and 
from there on to Westlake Park. 

Ex-Mayor Henry T. Hazard was 

called on and there was considerable 
enthusiasm. He said that the opera- 
tion of the line just opened might not 
be so great in and of itself, but one 
improvement of that kind would bring 
Although he lived in an- 
other part of the city, yet he felt an 
interest in improvements made inany 
part of the town. He contended that 
the line running along Bellevue ave- 
nue and on to Santa Monica,as it would, 
would result in people making their 
homes near Bellevue avenue. Asthey 
rode past they would appreciate the 
attractiveness of the locality and de- 
cide to cast their.lot there. This fact 
had been demonstrated in similar in- 
stances. 
_ CounciJman M, a. Snyder, being next 
called, reviewed origin work 
of the association. re te said that there 
had been such a marked improvement 
that the people were almost putting on 
airs. “One might imagine,” said he, 
“that we belong to the aristocracy of 
the Fifth Ward.” He paid a high trib- 
ute to the devotion of the late Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Millard to the inter- 
ests of the association and highly com- 
Plimented ex-Mayor Hazard the 
prime mover in the opening up of Ely- 
sian Park. Mr. Snyder spoke with a 
high degree, of eloquence and, when he 
concluded, was applauded. 

There were three or four other speak- 
ers expected to be heard and as the 
chairman was about to announce the 
next one of these’ there was heard out- 
side a burst of music, which effectually 
ended further speech-making. It was 
the City Band and a number of pieces 
of music were discoursed for en- 
tertainment of the assemblag 

Fireworks in profusion were = 
off and numerous tin horns were dis- 
tributed among the younger genera- 
tion. Rockets, roman candles, fire- 
crackers, horns, music, cheers, elang- 
ing gongs of passing cars and a throng 
of men, women and children laughing, 
talking and chattering presented a 
merry scene.

OMINOUS INDICATION OF AN IM- 
PENDING RATE WAR. 


How the New Time-card Will Fix 
Train Service—Northern Pacific 
Receivers May Get Together— 
Passengers Hither Bound by Boat. 


The new time-card will take effect on 
the Santa Fe Tuesday, October 29. A 
namber of changes will be made in the 
running of trains.- The Chicago lim- 
ited will leave at 8 p.m. instead of 5 
p.m., the Chicago express will still leave 
at 7 a.m., arrive at 6:50 p.m. instead 
of 6:30 p.m. San Diego trains will leave 
at 9 a.m. and 5:15 p.m.. Eight trains 
will be put between Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino. Seven trains to Riv- 
erside and Redlands, fast running time 
being made to these points. An addi- 
tional train will be put on between 
Los Angeles and Santa Ana, leaving at 
8 a.m. and Santa Ana at 4p.m. Eight 
trains will be run between this city 
and Pasadena, the time to be twenty 
minutes. An additional train will be 
put on between here and Perris and 
San Jacinto, making it possible to go 
to these points and return the same 
day with a stop of three hours. Three 
trains will run daily to Santa Monica 
and two to Redondo, running time 
thirty-five minutes. Corrected time- 
table will appear in this paper Tuesday 
morning. 

RATES MAY SUFFER. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—The roads of the 
Western Passenger Association now 
deciare that the organization of the as- 
sociation is a/ practically established 
fact, although they admit that there 
are differences which may operate to 
knock the agreement into a cocked hat.

If the last mentioned test shows too 
large a proportion of sand, the fact is 
recorded, and when the sidewalk curb 
constructed with that kind of mortar 
is completed, an inspection of the work 
will be likely to make the fact appar- 
ent. .If other work having the same 
outward appearance is found adjacent 
to it, it will be pretty good evidence 
that the work has been slighted also. 

City Engineer Compton said yester- 
day that recent tests made from the 
mortar, as mixed for use in sidewalk 
and curb work except for the wetting, 
have shown that something was de- 
cidedly wrong. When the proper pro- 
portion of sand has been mixed with 
the cement, the mixture should at the 
end of twenty-four hours withstand a 
tensile strain of 100 pounds to the 
square inch. Instead of withstanding 
this strain it has frequently occurred 
that it would not be strong enough to 
hold its own weight. 

The briquettes, small bricks made 
from the cement, used in making tests, 
are one inch in thickness, and in the 
middle exactly one inch wide. They 
are wider at the ends and are about 
three inches long. This makes the 
briquette somewhat like two v’s with 
the points together.

FAME, AT HER HOME IN CHICAGO. |

‘Interviewed by ‘‘Amber’’—What Mrs. Palmer Says About the World’s 
\ Pair and Its Influence Upon the Women of America and of the 
World—A Strong and Graceful Tribute to Miss 

Adelaide Detchon, Now of California. 


(From ‘‘Amber,”’ a Special Cerresgondent of The Times.) . 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22, 1895.—It is all a 
fallacy to say that wealth is not an 
essential to artistic living. Especially 
is this true as regards a beautiful 
woman. .The beggar maids live only 
in books who.can woo,King Cophetua 
to the gate, and the loveliest girl that 
ever lived is less lovely when she 
exists on cold potatoes than when she 
dines on terrapin and wine and sups 
on strawberries and clotted cream. En- 
vironment has much~ to do with 
beauty, and when you can find me a 
flute that will emit the sweetest music 
when all its holes are plugged with 
dust, or a rose that will bloom in a 
foul cellar, I will find you a woman 
who is able to make the most of. her-. 
self without money. These. were. the 
thoughts that came to-me yesterday, 
as I sat fora quarter of an hour in 
Mrs. Potter’ Palmer’s: beautiful home. 
The servants apologized for the dis- 
orderly state of things with the state- 
ment that the house was being reno- 
vated and cleaned. There is a disor- 
der in the October woods when winds 
chase the bright leaves, and the little 
hollows are full of ruddy fire and the 
gold of drifted daffodils; but such dis- 
order only makes beauty more mag- 
nificent by strewing it broadcast with a 
lavish ‘hand. Such. was the disorder 
in Mrs: Palmer’s home. A drift of 
splendid bric-a-brac; a tumult of an- 
tique. chairs and priceless divans; a 
bewilderment of pictures, any one of 
which would have driven an artist wild 
‘with joy—if this be disorder, then wel- 
cceme ! 

The half could not be told of the 
perfect appointment of the place, and I 
was just in the midst of my admira- 
tion when the silken rustle of skirts 
brought me from my contemplation of 
the wonderful ceiling to put me face 
to face with the queen of the palatial 
home. 

It may truly be said of Mrs. Palmer 
that the years pass over her lightly 
as the ripples over polished shells, 
only enhancing their beauty. She-has

great fair, how does it all seem te you, 
Mrs. Palmer?” 

“Well, that is a hard question to 
answer. Of course there ag® many 
giorious memories~and whatever lin- 
gers in the mind that holds a drop of 
regret is being sweetened 
by time.

‘There 
was.a perfect outcry against a woman 
being placed on such a board. There 
was one man who said ‘the would not 
serve, but when the matter was car- 
ried in spite of him, and the woman 
put through, he acknowledged that she 
was the best of the lot. It was the 
same way with linens. The man who 
had charge was a native of Belfast 
and an expert as to textures, webs, etc. 
He ridiculed the idea of women doi 

the work with him, but he was th 
first to express astonishment as to. 
their skill. Their sense of touch was 
more delicate than a man’s, anyway; 
then, again, came in the old question 
of conscientiousness. Women judged 
with greater fairness, perhaps because 
they. had no ‘axes to grind.’ Well, 
you see, all this suceess on their part 
in things that were purely experi- 
mental has enlarged my faith in them 
until it is boundless. Without regard 
to suffrage or any of the mooted points 
which ultra-agitators advance, I be- 
lieve that the effect of the fair upon 
American women has been almost stu- 
pendous in its scope and enfranchising

Where all were 
so nearly perfect one cannot individu- 
alize. Yes, I remember Miss Adelaide 
Detchon very well; and, by the way, 
I hear that she is in California now. 
She was one of the most attractive 
women I ever met, and singularly 
gifted. I recall most vividly the even- 
ing of the closing ceremonies in the 
Woman’s Building, when the chairman

THE. ARTIST LEDERER FINDS HIMSELF THE ONLY AMERICAN 
MAGDEBURG. 


Why Its Women Are Unlovely—Forced to. Beat Burdens Fit Only for 
Camels—-Why Don’t They Strike?— More About German Officials— 
Honoring the Inventor of a New Drink—Harnessed fa 
and Yoked—‘‘Sassing’’ the Copper, 


(From a Special Correspondent of The Times.) 


MADGEBURG, Oct. 10.—Imagine, if 
you can, without the aid of a glass, be- 
ing in a civilized city of over 200,000 in- 
habitants, live ones, and not another 
Yankee man in town. The nearest 
thing in the Yankee line is Mr. Muth, 
the United States Consul, who is a nat- 
uralized citizen of the States and a 
credit “both to his adopted country and 
to the government that sent him here— 
why, only the State Department and 
Mr. Muth know. 

That the reasons are good and suf- 
ficient I doubt not. Mr. Muth explained 
it all to me, but the explanations were 
like the wonderful machinery for mak- 
ing great guns at Krupp’s branch estab- 
lishment at Bakau, a suburb of this 
city. The machinery is on a very grand 
scale and probably answers the pur- 
poses to which it is applied quite well, 
butitis too intricate formy very limited 


almighty dollar which all f 
are so fond of sneering at. And yet 
they sit up nights trying to evolve 
schemes for extracting it from the 
pockets of the transatlantic visitor. 

The Magdeburgers were very polite 
to me; as polite as they are.to each 
other. The German custom is for men 
to doff their hat to their acquaintances. 
Here the men take off their hats to 
about everyone they have ever seen be- 
fore, and the result is that the male 
portion of the population might as well 
go about bareheaded for all the good 
their hats are to them. They've ail 
met each other before. 


' If some local notable happens to pass

| along the street, every man in sight, 


with one accord takes off his hat and 
bows with great obsequiousness. Only 
yesterday I was in front of the hotel 
talking to the manager, a German who, 
like so many one meets everywhere, 
speaks English finently, when I no- 
ticed a great bowing and scraping as

mechanical understanding. Some of my 
friends still like to remind me of the 
time when I tried to “fake” up a realis- 
tic picture of an engine, and put the 
smokestack in the center of an obtru- 
sive boiler. Well, Mr. Muth’s being 
hefte has something to do with our tariff. 
The Consul might have made his ex- 
planation for his official existence more 
clear to me, but I didn't care to appear 
as one either ignorant or prying. He 
is the lone foreign representative in 
Madgeburg. Possibly other countries 
don’t have our kind of tariff. Certain 
it is other governments manage to 
mosey along without a consulate in 
Madgeburg. There used to be a Portu- 
guese consul here, but something hap- 
pened. He didn’t get his little stipend 
very regularly, I understand, and at last 
the ghost refused to promenade alto- 
gether. Then the Portuguese took a 


an old gentleman of peculiar appear- 
ance approached. The. soldiers and 
policemen, naturally, made merely the 
impressive military salute. 

The man did not look like a great 
personage. He had a cleft on top uf 
his bald head, his nose was like a rad- 
ish, and his clothes had a twisted ef- 
fect. Yet every one saluted him with 
the utmost deference. It couldn't be 
on account .of his huge pipe, for that 
was certainly a most. disreputable af- 
fair, and not even unique. So I asked 
the hotel manager to tell me who was 
who. “That,” said he solemnly 
Herr Schlummer, the inventor of the 
Schlummer Punsch.” 

I understood at last. It was more 
plain to me than the tariff and the con- 
sulate or the Krupp machinery. I had 
inveigled two, Schlummer punches into 
my system the evening before. This 


These are trifles to be suré; but when 
there are a thousand of such trifles 
even a cast-iron saint, if he happened 
to be an American, would kick—aye, 
though he were surrounded by the 
grandeur of the shadow of the magnifi- 
cent past—I found that in a guide-hook 
today. In Magdeburg it is different. 
The hotel where I am stopping has the 
finest rooms, the most lavish supply of 
electric light, the most sumptuous fur- 
nishings, the finest cuisine, and the 
best arrangement of any I have yet 
come across on this side of the water; 
and I have invariably tried to stop at 
the best in town. The prices here ‘are 
not much over half of those in Ham- 
burg, but there ien’t enough of interest 
to attract tourists and the hotel is sel- 
dom more than half full. There is 
nothing low down or mean in this 
town. I'm only sorry it ten't as big‘’as 
London. A city as nice as this as big 
as London would be simply out of 
sight. 

As I think I intimated once before, 
the officials in England and Germany, 
however stupid and adhesive on them- 
selves they may be, are never at heart 
quite so savage os their facial expres- 
sions, supplemented by warlike uni- 
forms. I have with fear and trepida- 
tion approached an official with a miep 
as terror-inspiring as that of a middle- 
weight champion. and found him the 
possessor of a lamb-like disposition, 
with a mild craving for strong drink 
and tips. It is so here in Magdeburg, 
where there is a whole army corps 
quartered, and quite naturally a strong 
military spirit prevails. It ts a place 
where most of the male population try 
to look as if they had murder tn their 
hearts; yet they are infantile, almost, 
in disposition; and as honest as the day 
is long. Especially do the police offi- 
cers try to assume an expression of ha- 
tred for all humanity that would make 
a Bowery barkeeper hide his dimin- 
ished head. But they don’t mean any- 
thing by it. I saw a young man con- 
nected with a band of strolling actors 
who were performing at the Kirmess, 
go up to a burly policeman and tell 
him something that sounded like an ex- 
plosion in a German type-setting ma- 
chine factory. He said it too fast for 
my understanding, but it was evidently 
very personal And the policeman 
sald something back, that to my cars 
was no more intelligible than if some- 
one had submitted to me a proof of a 
form of the Magdeburg Central An- 
zeiger after it had been pied by the 
government officials. German ts a nice, 
easy language to understand in a book 
with English notes, or when it’s spoken 
in a calm, distinct voice at the rate of 
about eight or ten miles an hour; but 
when the brakes are let loose end the 
words fiy along at a sixty-mile-an-hour 
gait an outsider can only stand by and 


seldom comes. 
Well, the policeman and the citizen 
used inflammatory language. we 
their hands, gnashed their teeth, an 
pointed their fingers in each other’s 
faces.

ARTIST AND THE REPORTER GET A VIEW 
THE SCENES. 


"The: Rapid Changes of Sothern—How the Great Actor Makes Up for the 


“Prisoner of Zenda’’—Swift Rushes and Very Ready Helpers— 
Portable Bath Tubs, .Lithia Water, Benzoin, Bay 
Ram and Other “Tools.” 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 


| |The theatrical success of this fall is, 
“without doubt, the “Prisoner of Zenda,” 
Ain which E. H. Sothern has scored the 
‘greatest triumph of his career, at least, 
Trom the standpoint of popular appre- 
‘clation. If one wants proof. of this, let 
‘him stroll up to the box office of the 
Lyceum Theatér some evening after 
‘dinner to secure a-seat, and discover 
‘that he is a week too late. 
' But if Sothern has won this brilliant 
‘success as the hero of Anthony Hope's 
exciting romance, he has won it hon- 
estly by the hardest work of his life. 
‘The play begins at 8 and ends at 11:30. 
‘Three-quarters of an hour of this time 
are intermissions. Mr. Sothern’s actual 
‘time on the stage is one hour and three- 
‘quarters. That doesn’t sound drearily 
laborious, It isn’t. The work on the 
‘stage, the acting he has to do, compared 
to the other work of the evening, is 
‘rest. Yet he plays three characters, 
and through the greater part of the play 
‘simulates, as Rudolf Rassendyll, the 
King of Ruritanea, and he engages 
twice in pretty energetic fencing bouts. 
‘Yet this is repose and peace of mind 
‘compared to what he does off the stage. 
~ the time he is off the boards, with 
exception of a few minutes after 
the false King Rudolf leads the Prin- 
cess Flavia to their coronation, his 
Drain and nerves are at the 
highest tension, while his arms and 
hands are fiying like shuttlecocks. 
Moreover, the activity of two strong, 
‘alert young men is taxed to the full in 
simply assisting him. 
_ If any one will read the following ex- 
act account of an evening with Sothern 
in his dressing-room and behind the 
scenes during the performance of “The 
Prisoner of Zenda,” he will find the pre- 
ceding statements to be but the baldest 
p+ without one grain of exaggera- 
n. 

One more prefatory remark. Owing to 
the drawing powers of the play, three 
matinees are given weekly. The night 
on which Mr. Sothern’s movements off 
the stage were followed by the writer 
with Boswell-like noting of every turn, 
‘Was one that had been preceded by a 
matinee performance only a few hours 
before; in which the actor had been 
through exactly the same work. 

This work for the evening really be- 
gan after the matinee, when he dressed

tucked in over the mirror. A bril- 
liant are of electrice lights is just 
above the mirror, and there are two gas 
jets at its sides. At the left of. a small 
bracket hangs a round hard-gilass. 
This bracket supports an electric fan 
and there is another on the oppositeside. 
Everything has been placed by Spice 
just where it should be. 

Near this dressing-table is a red 
tin washing stand. On the walls hang 
the entire wardrobe of the actor for 
“The Prisoner of Zenda,” arranged in 
order.. On the north side of the room, 
just across ‘fromm the table where 
Sothern sits and makes up, is a long 

ier-glass, adjustable at any angle. 

he gas jets are at its sides, inclosed 
in the wire globes which theater gas 
fets always have around them, There 
are three tables in the room, and- on 
one are the wigs and orders which 
the actor wears as Prince Rydolf. The 
tables are to lay out the clothes on, 
as they are needed. Under one of 
the tables is a small tub with cracked 
ice in it, on which rests a bottle of 
Lithia water. A bottle not of Lithia 
water stands on a shelf. Under another 
table is a portable tin bath tub. 

All the lights are lit, and the room 
is almost dazzlingly iJluminated when 
Spice arrives with a rush, at ten min- 
utes to seven. 

“We have to be in a hurry,” he re- 
marked, using the editorial plural with 
the most natural air in the world. “We 
never had to work harder than in this 


play.”

He drops a bundle 
handkerchiefs on the table, gets into 
the neatest and smallest of white linen 
jackets, and begins to hustle. Spice has 
a day with fourteen working houre 
in it, but he is devoted to his employer, 
and is blithe amd good-natured. He 
takes a long piece of lawn with lace 
ends, that looks for all the world like 
an ajtar cover. But it is nothing more 
sacred than the neck-scarf of Prince 
Rudolf in the prologue. 

Another assistant, Dan Dick has 
shown up now, and the two fold’ the 
neck-scarf. Then Spice lays out the 
insignia of the Garter, and the several 
orders worn by Prifice ‘Rodulf. In all 
the important articles three are second 
sets in case of any accident. 

There is a hurried step:on the stairs, 
and Sothern quickiy but quietly en- 
ters the room. After greeting the wri- 
ter, he made a request that he should 
not be asked about anything, and that 
nothing anywhere should “in any 
way disturbed. | 


India ink, he deftly outlines a five-cor- 
nered star on his right cheek bone. 
No professor of mathematics could have 
drawn it more accurately. He then 
fills it in, and, next paints an oval spot 
on the southwest corner of his chin— 
pausing for the briefest intervals to 
study the effect of the face he is put- 
ting on himself, just as an artist waiks 
back from the easel to look at his can- 
vas. 
“Some water, ‘\blease,” he cries, ris- 
ing quickly. Spice, who is ever in readi- 
ness, turns the spigot of the tin ap- 
paratus at the right, and Sothern 
washes his hands, resuming his seat at 
the dressing-table as soon as he has 
dried them. 

The next step is to smear a thick 
line along the tov of his forehead where 
the hair begins. The toupee fixtif 
which he:uses, is to hold his wig tightly 
on. Spice, unbidden, had placed the 
block with the rutilant wig of the Elph- 
berg on the dressing-table. Sothern 
takes it, poises it above his head, ad- 
justs it daintily, and then tugs it down. 
With an ivory peaper-cutter, slipped 
under the edges, he nges it 
smoothly. 

At this moment an electric bell over 
the door buz-z-z-es noisily the half-hour 
warning before the curtain for the 

logue. It may not be generally 
nown that Mr. Sothern is the stage- 
manager of this play. He always in- 
specta the stage before the curtain 
rises, to be assured that every smalieset 
detail is as it should be. This electric 
bell is his “call-boy.” It rings at half 
past seven, quarter of eight, and at five 
minutes of eight. 

With the same intense concentration 
he continues his make-up, rubbing paint 
now on the forehead where the pink 

undwork of his wig joine it. He 
rushes the auburn locks into order. 
C’est fait. He is the Red Elphberg, 
— a very good-looking “red-head”’ 


The last tou 
crescent on his left temple. Then he 
flies up, washes his hands again in a 
jiffy, while Spice is putting powder 
into the white gauntlets, and the next 
moment Sothern is sitting in the chair 
with the valet pulling off his shoes and 
nether integuments. He rises, throw- 
ing off the bath-gown as he gets up, and 
takes his stand before the plier-glass 
to dress for the part. His make-up hae 
taken. him over twenty minutes. 

: manv windows open for me, 
Dan,” he says, as he tugs a strap 
tightly round the top of his drawers. 
What with the heat and the desire to 
avoid catching cold from draught there 
has to be no little adjustment of the 
electric fans and windows. The door 
of the dressing-room is kept open all 
the time. 

Sothern sits down in the chair, and 
Spice helps him on with the long white 
stoc pes. the-bimack silk breeches, and 
th pale-colored stockings, held 
in place by garters. 

“That’s very nice,” he says in pleas- 
ant commendation of Spice’s handiwork 
as he remarks that the jeweled buckle 
has been sewn on the garter. He gets 
into his high-heeled shoes, and re- 
turns to the pler-glass. The ruffled 
lawn shirt is next, and Spice holds the 
sword-belt ready as he is putting this 
on. Then the lace neck-scarf. As he 
tles the knot, Spice fastens on the 
sword, then the orders in succession, 
and the silk waistcoat. 

The bell ratties out the quarter as 


he 
slips this on, and puts a broad blue

and arranged the three red wigs which 
he uses in the play. They are brushed, 
combed, treated with  brillantone, 
fluffed out and.curled. A number of 
brass hairpins hold the locks in posi- 
tion until the wigs are to be used, 

Each one is stretched on a wooden head. 
There they stand.on the mantel in Soth- 
ern’s dressing-room, as if there had 
been a triple decapitation in the Elph- 
burg family. 

Mr. Sothern dines at half past 5. His 
dinner is not a part of this story, but 
every body must hope that it is substan- 
tial and nourishing, and that the young 
actor brings a good appetite to It. 

. When he arrives at his dressing-room, 
everything is in apple-pie order. The 
incomparable Spice has put in two or 
three hours’ work there by way of prep- 
aration. Edward Spice is Mr. Soth- 
ern’s valet. Next to Mr. Sothern, he is 
the most essential factor in the play. 
If the spirit of evil were to seduce his 
healthy brain: into a “strike,” there 
would probably be no play that night. 

* But before Spice or Mr. Sothern ar- 
rives, let us take a look around the 
dressing-room. You are enjoying a 
privilege rarely. accorded to the public, 
which usually gets no nearer to it than 
a view of the.three chintz-curtained 
windows on the top floor of the small 
brick house, No. 22 East Twenty-fourth 
street. The room is the office of Mr. 
Williams, stage manager of thé Ly- 
wceum, but the heat in Mr. Sothern’s 
dressing-room was so great that he was 
transferred to this. - 

' The floor is of wood, painted, but bare 
except for a white sheet which is pin- 
ned to it with flat-headéd drawing 
nails. This is in front of the’ table or 
bracket where Mr. Sothern makes up. 
At the left of the door as you enter, 
this white pine shelf, about twenty 
inches wide, runs three-quarters of 
the length of the room. It is at a height 
that brings the myriad factors of the 
make-up within easy reach of Mr 
Sothern’s hands when he is_ seated 
fn front of it. A mirror about 40x21 
inches stands on its long side in the 
middle of this shelf. A linen cloth 
covers the shelf, and on it Spice has 

sposed half a ’n rouge-pots in 
various tints of pink, eight or ten

* “IT get rather nervous and have to 
to make use of every moment of time. 
Any distraction or misplacing has an 
irritating effect,” he said in explana- 
tion of this request. 

Before he had finished speaking he 
had begun pulling off his things and, 
having reduced his attire to under- 
shirt and drawers, he threw a choco- 
late colored bath gown over him. A 
moment later, he was seated at the 
dressing table, and begun his 
evening’s work. 


He first carefully combs his hair and 
gets it flat. He has to wear a crop 
wig, and a peruke over it in the pro- 
logue. He wets the comb in a tum- 
bler of water on the table. 

“Get me a towel, please, Spice,” he 
says. 

All through the dressing and make- 
ups of the evening he made these re- 
quests or short remarks without tak- 
ing his attention off the work in hand, 
and no matter how heated or hurried 
he minght be, there was always this 

please” or “won't you?” that toned 
the demand very agreeably. 

He takes a stick of pomade and 
greases back his hair; then he smears 
the preparation for the make-up over 
his face and neck, afterward rubbing 
it in vigorously with his hand or a 
small sponge. Throughout, his eyes 
are fixed on himself in the glass with 
@ constant but impersonal attention. 
In the mean time Spice is sewing a 
jeweled star on a garter, and Dickers 
is putting studs into the fresh white 
shirts, three of which are used at each 
performance. It may be remarked, en 
passant, -that Mr. Sothern’s laundry 
bill is $12 or $15 a week. ; 

There is a silence liké a prayer 
meeting in the little room where the 
actor, two assistants, a writer and en 
artist, are all busily engaged. A mes- 
Senger boy arrives. “Sothern, without 
interrupting the work on his face, finds 
out what he wants, gives him instruc- 
tions, and with an “all right, thank 
you,” promptly dismisses him. 

He takes the hand-glass now, and 
with a fine camel’s hair brush pencils 
his eyes. Then he loads the powcr 
puff heavily, and dabs it all over his 
face vigorously till he looks at him- 
self in the glass through a snowstorm 
of poudre de riz, like a peering Pier- 
rot. Then with yellowish-red powder 
he colors his hairs, which may show 
under the edges of his wig, and then 
treats his eyebrows in the same way. 
He is rapidly blossoming into the Red 
Elphberg. Next he grasps a huge wad 
of cotton and tones it all down, care- 
fully, painstakingly, thoroughly.

“You must excuse this next thing,’ 
“said Mr. Sothern, “but I have to gargle 
my throat to dislodge the powder that 
has got in it, and get my voice in run- 
ning order.” 

While the is thus showing mercy to 
his bronchial tubes, Spice pirouettes 
across the room to get the coat of 
black-ribbed silk, which is the Jast ar- 
ticle of his costume of Prince Rudolf. 
Mr. Sothern gets into the coat, seats 
himself at the dressing-table and puts 
On the peruke of silver hair over the 
red wig. He pats it and pulls it until 
it is all right. Then he dabs the shoul- 
der of the coat with the powder puff, 
gives a last touch to his red eyebrows, 
and powders his hands, holding them 
over the towel in his lap. 

Ag he finishes all this, the venomous 
little bell goes off for the third time. 

“The overture,”’ remarks Mr. Sothern. 
Through the whole long make-up and 
dressing, with all his quickness, he- has 
been very @ool though absorbed in his 
work. He darts out to take a look at 
the stage, and returns after two min- 
utes. Everything is afl right. He does 
not go on the prologue for twelve min- 
utes after the curtain rises; so he im- 
proves this interval of waiting by a 
few little attentions to the red wig of 
Rudolf Rassendyll which he is to wear 
in the next act. He snips off a few 
straggling hairs with a pair of scis- 
sors. .A little rosin is thrown on the 
floor and he rubs the soles of his shoes 
in it. The handle of his sword is also 
rubbed with rosin. There is a duel in 
the prologue, and there must be no slip. 
Then he goes down the stairs to make 
his entrance. The stage is on.a level 
with the second floor of the houses in 
Twenty-fourth street. 

This was the leisurely make-up and 
costuming of the evening’s work. The 
rest were made harder and more hur- 
ried, and two or three of them were 
breathlessly rushed through with. At 
the end of the prologue, Prince Rudolf 
is left dead on the stage at the curtain. 
Some muffied music creeping up to the 
dressing-room from the orchestra an- 
nounced the conclusion of the prologue. 
. “Now ft will be. lively work,” says 
Spice with boytsh excitement. Spice is 
a small, wiry young Kentishman of 
twenty-four, though he doesn’t look it. 

Sothern bursts into the 
run. His peruke is off, he plucks the 
crop wig from his head on his way to 
the pier-glass and huris it across the 
room. They have got Rassendyil’s 
tweed suit and everything in readiness, 
Between the time the prologue ends 
and the entrance of Rassendyli in the 
first act there are fourteen minutes.

Here it must be remarked that 
in this first act Sothern changes his 
costume as Rasséendyll to that of Ru- 
dolf V in less than three minutes, and 
again changes back to Rassendyll, a 
little later, in less than two minutes. 
This last is the quickest change he has 
to make. His. disappearance on one 
side of the stage as Rudolf V and re- 
appearance on the other so soon as 
Rassendyll naturally adds much to the 
effectiveness of hie impersonation of 
the two characters. Rassendyll has a 
tweed sult, straw hat and walking 
stick, and wears a red Henri Quartre 
beard and moustache. Rudotf V wears 
a wine-colored Hussar jacket, tight 
black breeches and top boots. 
Therefore indressing for act I, which

ish Ambassador's orders. All the peo- 
ple who have just come off the stage 
are crowded in the wings.

After this act there is a repetition in 
kind of the scene already described.

“This stuff keeps getting away from 
me,” he remarked to Spice, about the 
stick of adhesive paste that he wanted. 
“Break it up into dozens of pieces. It 
always escapes me when I want it.” 

When Sothern came hurrying in, as 
usual, after this third act, he exclaimed 
pantingly: “I came up those stairs too 
quickly. I’m so tired can't—" He

the black tight breeches and boots. 
Spice holds one boot in readiness for 
him, and Dan the other. He plunges 
one leg after the other into them. All 
these things take less time than the tell- 
ing of them. ‘ 

“Open the'door now, Dan,” he says, as 
he springs to the pier class. He is 
more clothed, and there is not so much 
danger of catching cold. Spice is 
standing back of him, bent over, hold- 
ing the tweed trousere open for him to 
turn round and jump into. This Soth- 
ern does literally, for as soon as he got 
his legs through he gives an agile 
spring into the air and pulls them up 
tightly as he comes down. The next mo- 
ment he is seated at the make-up table 
repairing his face. 
“Turn on the fans, Dan, please,”’ he 
says, as he powders himseif anew. 
“Open another window, Dan. It’s aw- 
fully hot.” 

The hare foot is flying over his face 
with its tempering touch. In the pro- 
logue he was white with powder. Here 
he is the ruddy-fa Englishman. He 
adjusts the other wig with the same 
attention. 

‘These shirts are absolutely useless. 
They melt if you look at them.” He 
catches over the top of his ears the 
wifes that hold on his beard, plants the 
mustache with a firm dab on his lip, 
and then makes up a little more. _. 

In the exciting rush, with every nerve 
on edge, Spice, in trying to start the 
electric fan on the left-hand bracket, 
knocked it off with a bang on the floor. 
Sothern’s foot gave an eloquent little 
patter of irritation, but, without any 
impatience in his voice, he said, cooly, 
as he went right on: 

“Never mind; Dan will fix it during 
the act.” 

Here the bell clangs off in @ way to 
make a fire horse jump. A moment 
later it gave another spiteful ‘“‘Why- 
the-deuce-don’t - you-hurry’”’ sort of 
snarl. Sothern leaps for his coat, grabs 
his hat and stick from Spice’s hands on: 
his way out, and rushes down the stairs. 
Seven minutes after he goes on for the 
first act he exits at the right, and has 
to cross over to the other side to make 
his entrance from the left as the 
drunken king. He goes down for 


more, crosses a passage-way under the 
stage and back of the orchestra, then 
mounts the same number of steps on 
the other side. There is a fine of $10 im- 


’ posed on any One who gets in his way 


in this transit. 

A small table with make-up material, 
a glass with an electric light in front of 
it, and a small stove are in the corner of 
this part of the wings. The space is so 
narrow that two people could not start 
in line. Two or three steps with a small 
platform go up and lead into the stage. 

‘The faithful Spice was waiting for 
his master to appear. The moment he 
did he stripped: off his coat and trou- 
sers, and helped him into the Hussar 
jacket, all in a twinkling. Sothern sat 
down and gave the finishing touches to 
his face to represent the raddled visage 


plastered it down upon his forehead. 
During this time he has to utter maud- 
lin remarks and incoherent words every 
now and then. A moment more and he 
reels upon the stage, the King. This 
change, including hie passage down 
and upstairs and across, consumes less 
than four minutes. 

When he falls senseless they take him 
off. As they push him in on the little 
platform the actor who is dressed and 
made up to take his place is crouched 
down ready to spring into Sapt’s and 
Tarlenheim’s arms the moment they 
release Sothern, and be taken on to the 
stage. As they release Sothern he falls 
back into the stage carpenter’s arms. 
It is quite a dramatic little scene. Like 
a flash he is out of his jacket and into 
his suit, down on the stone getting on 
his beard and arranging his wig 


them, or anything should have befallen 
them, Dan is waiting on the other side 
with another hat and cane exactly like 
them.

chance,”’ observes the admirable Spice, 
appropos of this arrangement. 

Mr. Sothern’s dress for the second act 
in which he simulates the King, is a 
very swell military costume, with brass 
breast-plate and helmet.

Then he paints on 
his face the helpless King’s straggling 
beard. In this act he has to make 
another quick four minutes’ change 
from the king to Rassendyl. Spice car- 
ried the suit down to the stage in the 
bathtub. The little table and glass are 
set up just where Sothern makes his 
suit. There is the same rapid change, 
and he is on the stage as Rassendyll 
for his last work. 

As he came off up the little board 
with the transverse pieces of scantling 
nailed on it after the affecting parting 
with the Princess Flavia, the sense of 
his part clung to him until he had 
nearly reached the end of the board. It 
died out as the color does from a live 
coal taken from the fire. 

“Well, tomorrow is Sunday,” said 
one of the actors to him with sympa- 
thétic significance. But he lightly 
sprang on to where he could peer 
through a little hole in the scene and 
view the effect of the morning light 
breaking on the sorrowful Flavia. Not 
until the curtain fell were his labors 
over.

FAVORITE’S COLORS GO 
DOWN IN THE DUST. 


Seymour Wilkes the Wénaner of 
Three Straight Heats in the 
" Pacing Race,

His Record Lowered by ‘Sec- 
onds—Willitts Accused of Foul 
ing the Bay Stallion. 


An Enormous Crowd Witnessed the 
Defeat of the Pride of Orange 
County—Rex Gifford an Basy 
Winner in the Trotting Race.

Silkwood ts a fallen idol. 

The hanner of the Orange county 
wonder trails in the dust and his ad- 
mirers are the sorest people in -South- 
ern California: With the talent pick- 
ing him for a winner, with ten thon- 
eand people cheering him with mighty 
enthusiasm and every indication favor- 
able for victory, the big black stallion 
yesterday finished third in a race with 
a field of three starters. Orange rib- 
‘bons faded from sight when the race 
was finished and over the track, the 
grandstand and the grounds the crim- 
son colors of Seymour Wilkes floated 
and waved, while the band played 
“Hail to the Chief.” 

In three straight heats Seymour 
Wilkes defeated the pride of Orange 
county and the great W. Wood, and 
lowered his own record four seconds. 

BEFORE THE RACES BEGAN. 

The most impressive thing at Agri- 
cultural Park yesterday was the crowd. 
There are crowds and crowds,’ but the 
crowd at a race meet, when there are 
big events on the card, is something 
unique, peculiar, different from a com- 
mon mob—a show in and of itself. 
From 11 o’clock until 2 Figueroa street 
was a thoroughfare for vehicles of 
every description, from the monstrous 
tally-ho, covered with streamers, and 
occupied’ by the aristocracy of the city, 
to the humble buckboard carrying 
the rustic from the suburban precincts, 
each and all bound for the track at 
the park. 

Inside the park the jam was some- 
thing tremendous. At 12:30 o'clock 
there was not a vacant seat in the 

stand, and as the day wore on 
the crowd increased. until a conserva- 


Ative estimate of the people in attend- 


ance would be over ten thousand. 
JUNIOR HANDICAP. 

There were six starters in the first 
race of the day, a junior handicap, 
three-quarters of a mile, for a purse of 
$300. Al Morine’s chesnut colt, Peru, 
was the favorite, selling at even money 
in the pools. A start was had at the 
second: score,.Peru taking the pole and 
leading around the course. lrince 
Hooker was second, with the field 
bunched. - Peru was never headed 
throughout the race, winning by a 
lemgeth; time 1:18%. Prince Hooker sec- 
oad, Nevere third. 

“CITRUS BELT HANDICAP. 

‘Five and a half furlongs. _This was 
a running race for a purse of $500, the 
best purse for an event of this xind put 

during. the meeting. There were 
our starters: Dickey & Co.’s chestnut 
mare, Mustésa;: R. Dolan’s chestnut 
gelding, Howard; CG L. McDonald's 
brown stallion, Hueneme, and Peter 
Weber's ‘chestnut gelding, Reno. How- 
ard sold the favorite, his fast run of 
the day before winning the confidence 
of the “bookies.” At the start, Howard 
took the pole and kept a half length 
in the lead until well into the stretch, 
when Hueneme drew dangerously near 

e leader, running almost even ‘vith 
him .at.the drawgate, 100 yards from 
the wire. ..But Howard's rider applied 
the whip to the chestnut, and Hueneme 
never headed him, Howard winning by 
a half length; time 1:06, Hueneme sec- 
ond, Mustesa third, Reno fourth. 


THE RACE OF THE DAY—PACING, 
2:01 CLASS. 

The event of the day and of the week 
as well was the 2:07 pace, in which the 
mighty Silkwood, the famous W. Wood 


_ and the erratic Seymour Wilkes were 


entered, for a purse of $1200. Silkwood 
wes a hot favorite, selling at 3 to 6, 
when the pools closed, and the umcunt 
of money that was placed on the horse 
from Orange county was something im- 
mense. Men swore by all that was -7ea- 
sonable that Silkwood, in good condi- 
tion, had nothing less than a “cinch” 
on the race, and it was freely predicted 
that “records would be broken.” W. 
Wood sold at 2 tol and Seymour Wilkes 

went begging at 10 tol. Friday ever- 
ing, when the pools were being auc- 
tioned the book-makers had to beseecn 
and plead the listless betters to “take 
a little of Wilkes.”” There were just 
@ few men who invested their money in 
Wilkes, and those few reaped a goiden 
harvest, for it is not every day that 
@ 10 to 1 shot wins a race, where his 
opponents have a record five and a half 
Seconds better than his own, and wins 
it in three straight heats. 

Among the few who backed Seymour 
Wilkes to win was his owner, George 
Burke. Mr. Burke had won big money 
through the week, and told his friends 
that every cent he had won and all he 
could scrape together, in addition, 
would be placed on Wilkes. At the 
present moment, therefore, Mr. Burke 
is the happiest man in Los Angeles. 


HOW THE HEATS WERE PACED. 


It was an ideal day for racing yester- 
day. The track was fast, the sun was 
hidden behind a heavy bank of clouds, 
and not a breath of wind stirred the 
atmosphere. The horses entered for 
the 2:07 pace, were brought from the 
stables at 2:30 o'clock and for a few 
minutes before the first score was made, 
Silkwood, Seymour Wilkes W 
Wood were driven past the grand- 
Stand, each -receiving an ovation of 
cheers, Silkwood, of course, caming in 
for the lion’s share of the enthusiasm. 
He looked to be in the best of condi- 
tion, and moved gracefully down the 
track, with his owner, Mr. Willitts,

Second heat—Wilkes was the favorite 


| in the betting for this heat, although 


the admirers of Silkwood were fain to 
believe that the black horse would re- 
trieve himself in the second heat of 
the race. This time Wilkes had the 
rote, at the start, and was pacing even 
with Silkwood at the quarter, with 
Wood three lengths in the 1.ear. Time 
31%. Silkwood led at the half, Wilkes 
a half length behind him, and W. 
Wood a dozen lengths in the rear. The 
beautiful bay gelding went into the 
air before the half was reached, and 
by the time Cheboya had him steadied, 
his chancés for winning even a place 
were very slim. The of the 
stretch was made in 1:37%, Silkwood 
still a bit in the lead, with the aged 
Willitts sending the black along for all 
he was worth. Wilkes was pacing 
easily, keeping a half length behind 
the leader, without apparent effort. At 
the drawgate Wilkes and Silkwood 
were even, but in the next hundred 
yards Wilkes passed the big black, 
winning by half a length. Time 2:10%, 
Silkwood second, W. Wood third. 

Third heat—The tide had now com- 

letely turned in the betting and 

Yilkes was an overwhelming favorite. 
Lafferty, Wilkes’s dricer, declared to 
the judges that around the last turn, 
Willitts had hit his (Lafferty’s) horse 
across the head with his whip. Burke, 
Wilkes’s owner, Insisted on having Wil- 
litt’s whip measured, claiming that; 
through hits driver’s fear of Willitts, 
Wilkes had been obliged to veer away 
from Silkwood at the finish, losing at 
least one-quarter of a second by the 
action. Wilkes took the pole at the 
start in this heat, and at the quarter 
was a nose behind Silkwood, who led, 
in the time of 0:314%. Wilkes and Silk- 
wood were pacing even at the half, 
time 1:038%, but around the turn Wilkes 
drew away from his “sidewheeler” and 
down the stretch kept three lengths 
ahead of Silkwood, easily winning the 
heat, the race and first money. Silk- 
wood was passed by W. Wood at the 
drawgate and was obliged to be con- 
tent with third place. Time 2:11 flat. 

TROTTING, 2:30 CLASS. 

The talent made up in this race for 

their losses of the previous event. Rex 
Gifford was the favorite of five sturters, 
the betting being’ quoted as follows: 
Rex Gifford, 1 to 3; Stella, 3 toi; Mo’ave, 
5 to 1; Coal Dust, 5 to 1; and Beile Wil-

Second heat—Rex Gifford had the pole 
this trip and shot away from the field 
before the eighth was passed, leading 
at the quarter by a length in 0:35'%. The 
field was together then, but at the half 
Stella took second place three lengths 
behind Rex Gifford,. Gifford easily «cp: 
the lead around the-turn and down the 
stretch, winning the heat, with § the 
same distance to spare as in the pre- 
ceding heat; time 2:20\%, Stella second, 
Coal Dust third. 

Third heat—Gifford was conceded 
‘the race before this heat was trotted, 
as it could be seen that he outclassed 
the field. His journey aroun the 
course in this, the third heat, was a 
repetition of the previous heats. He Jed 
at each quarter post, passing them suc- 
cussively in 0:55%, 1:09%, and. 1:45%, 
winning the heatand with it first place 
and first money; time 2:20%, Stella 
second, Coal Dust third. ~°

TELEPHONES FOR PASSENGERS ON 
 RAMLWAY TRAINS. 


Curing Hog and .Chicken Cholera by 

Electrozsone—The American at 

.Piay—Very Private Telephones 
in New York City. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 21, 1895.—An Intér- 
esting insight into the working of tlie 
field telegraph in actual war operations 
is gained from the official report of the 
Chitral campaign. The equipment for 
the field telegraph, as at present used, 
is aranged for pack carriages, in pack- 
ages of not more than eighty pounds, 
i.e. haif.a mule-load.

CURING HOG AND CHICKEN 
CHOLERA BY ELECTROZONB. 

A Southern farmer has made a yal- 
uable discovery. Electrozone, which 
has been adopted by Philadelphia and 
other cities for the disinfection of pub- 
lic buildings, the sluicing of streets 
étc., is already fairly well known to 
the public as consisting of sea or salt 
water, decomposed y the passing 
through it of the electric current. In 
the process, the chlorides and bromides 
and other elements of sea water, are 

anged into hypochlorites and hypo- 
bromites, and other compounds which 
instantly act upon diseased tis- 
sue, killing germ life, and restoring a 


Realthy condition. It is germicidal, an-’ 


tiseptic, disinfectant, and deodorant. 
It is claimed to be a sovereign remedy 
in diphtheria. The farmer, who lived 
in Colbert county, Ala., having read 
an item on the therapeutic action of 
electrozone in human cholera, thought 
he would try the new antiseptic for 
hog cholera. At that time the cholera 
had for six weeks been decimating 
that section of hogs, and, knowing 
how futile were all the remedies within 
their knowledge, the farmers were 
folding their arms in submission. The 
clectrozone was tried, and out of a 
herd of forty hogs, all of which had 
the cholera, and the majority of which, 
under other circumstances would have 
been swept away, three only were lost. 
After this satisfactory outcome the 

use of the disinfectant in hog cholera, 
the farmer turned his attention to the 
treatment of chicken cholera, which 
his experience taught him became epi- 
Gemio at the time the hogs were smit- 
ten. Dough was moistened with the 
liquid and fed to the chickens, of 
which not one afterwards died. The 
liquid was also found a valuable cura- 


tive agent in distemper among horses 
and mules. 


THE ELECTRICIAN AT PLAY. 

An electrician who amuses himself 
by devising odd applications of electric- 
ity, which may or may not have prac- 
tical value, teils chemists that he has 
a much better plan for removing the 
glass stoppers from a bottle than the 
usual holding of the bottle neck for a 
while over a Bunsen burner. This 
method {s open to the drawback that 
the bottle must be held in a horizontal 
position, and. the fluid inay easily be 
spilied out of the bottle. The up-to- 
date improvement is an adjustable 
clamp, with coils of piatinum wire em- 
bedded in a strip of asbestos attached. 
The clamp, which is connected to a 
battery, is put on the neck of the bot- 
tle, current is turned on, and the glass 
is brought to any desired heat. This 
is, in fact, an adaptation of the elec- 
trotherm, or heating pad, which is 
now used in hospitals in lieu of the hot 
water pads formerly in vogue. An- 
other novelty of this resourceful elec- 
. trical trifler Is an electric annihilator 

of moths, filles and mosquitos. It con- 
Sists of an incandescent electric lamp 
Diaced inside « large-globe, which is 
coated externally with a mixture of 
honey and wine, or any other seductive 
sticky mass. ~The windows and doors 
aré to be closed, the blinds pulled 
sonm and the room is to be made as 
dark as poesitle. The current is then 
turned on, and in an hour, the insect 
life of the room will be found sticking 
to the glass globe. The final instruc- 
tions are to “remove the victims with 
hot water, and set the trap afresh.”

In 
the early days of California they had 
very few laws, and fewer agencies for 
carrying out the law, beyond a rope 
and the limb of a tree. Yet, it will 
scarcely be denied that in those days 
there was more sturdy manhood and 
honor among the people than there is 
today. We are provided nowadays 
with such a multiplicity of laws that 
we are in danger of losing sight alto- 
gether of justice, equity and honor. 


A man thinks he is doing his full duty 


if the keeps within the laws of the. 
State-in which he lives, although in 
doing so he may work a great hard- 
ship on some of his fellows who are 
in temporary distress, nor is he re- 
garded any less on this account in so- 
clety, on the exchange, or in the 
church. On the contrary, he is pointed 
to as a prominent citizen and leader, 
and a man whom young people would 
do. well to copy. This is a low plane 
of morality. We should teach the 
young not to do this, or to avoid do- 
ing that, because “He wot prigs wot 
isn’t his’'n when he’s cotched must go 
to pris’'n;” not to do right or to avoid 
doing wrong for fear of burning for- 
ever in hell fire, but to do right be- 
cause it is right—because it is good, 
and.true, and beautiful. In short, we 
should seek to strengthen and educate 
not only the intellects and the bodies 
of the rising generation, but also their 
moral qualities, teach them that it is 
better to be right than to be rich, and 
that, while all laws of State and na-. 
tion are to be obeyed by good citizens, 
there is yet a higher law in the back- 
ground—that simple law which was 
taught by Jesus, Buddha and Con- 
fucius: “Whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so 
to them.” Nothing less than a more 
general observance of this simple rule 
of life will keep the republic from 
sharing the fate of those which have 
preceded it. |

It is 
not necessary, in laying the dust. of 
the streets, to convert it into a mortar, 
thick or thin. A small quantity of 
water is just as effective in keeping 


streets thus produced are an unneces- 
sary nuisance. Even in the East, 
where water is abundant, the wasting 
of it in street-sprinkling is a heavy 
item of expense to cities having their 
own water plants; for every gallon of 
water raised to the pressure-head is 
represented by an equivalent consump- 
tion of fuel at the power-house. in 
Los Angeles and other parts of the 
West. where water is water, the waste 
of it is even more reprehensible than 
in the East. Our streets should be in 
excellent condition during eight or nine 
months of the year, but many of them 
are kept in wretched condition by ex- 
cessive sprinkling throughout the dry 
‘season. There should be a radical re- 
form in this important matter. 


It is not impossible that within’ the 
next few years the railway trains of 
today will become as much out of date 


electric company of New York an- 
nounces that it is willing to guarantee 
motors for an electric railroad that will 
maintain a speed of 150 miles per hour. 
With this guarantee the National Rapid 
Transit Company is about to ask the 
United States Congress for privileges 
looking to the building of an electric 
line between New York and the na- 
tional capital. On an air line between 
these two cities the distance is but 200 
miles. With such @ line in existence it- 
would be possible for New York and 
Philadelphia Congressmen to live at 
home and at the same time spend their 
days at the Capitol building.

BAR ASSOCIATION MEETS. 


A meeting of the Bar Association 
was held yesterday in Judge Van 
Dyke’s court to decide upon the best 
means of showing respect for the mem- 
ory of the late Lieut.-Gov.

Dealers Say that People Do Too 
Much Trading in Los Angeles— 
Some Will Go Out oft Basi- 
ness—Football and Baseball. 


ASADENA, Oct. °%%.—(Regular Cor- 
Local dry-goods men 
and other merchants are beginning to 
complain of the serious effect the cheap 
transportation of passengers to Los —_ 
geles is having on local trade. They 
say that with the lowering of the rates, 
their business will suffer still further, 
and declare that Los Angeles mer- 
chants are reaping the benefit, and 
that. too.when goods can be purchased 
cheaper in Pasadena than in Los An- 
geles, owing to the fact that the rents 
here are lower. Many people who de- 
sire an extensive stock to select from 
will, no doubt, continue to take their 

. trade into Los Angeles, but after the 
cheap fares are no longer a novelty, it 
is thought that most.of the trade will 
return to our merchants. Many of 
them are having a really hard time to 
hold out against the pressure of cir- 
cumstances, and a few will probably 
go to the wall. In the matter of gro- 
cery trade, the effect of the cheap and 
easy transportation is also beginning 
to tell, but it seems that Pasadena, 
with ten thousand inhabitants, even 
with the rich country about it, could 
not reasonably hope to support twenty- 
three grocery stores, the number we 
have at present, when Los Angeles, a 
distributing center, is in such easy 
reach. It will probably be better all 
round avhen some of the groceries close 
their doors, for a business run at a loss 
is a detriment to the entire community. 
In curio stores Pasadena also has more 
than her share, nine stores of that sort 
being in operation here. One large 
crockery store will suspend business 
the Ist of November, and it is stated 

‘* that two drug stores, and probably 

Os two dry-goods stores will follow suit. 

One confectionery store closed during 

the past month, its trade ‘having been 
sv largely weakened by the exodus of 
shoppers to the city.

CHRIS MILLER, THE SALOON- 
KEEPER, WAS FOUND GUILTY. 


He Sold Liquor Without a License— 
Bicycle Racing—Death of One of 
the Oldest Settlers—News Notes 
and Personals. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 26.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The jury in the case of 
the city of Santa Ana vs. Chris Miller 
for selling liquor without a license, 
rendered a verdict at 10:30 last night 
of “guilty,” after having been out five 
hours and a half. The defense filed a 
motion for arrest of judgment, which 
was denied. A motion for new trial will 
be heard by City Recorder Matthews 
Tuesday morning at 9 o’clock. At the 
trial yesterday four witnesses testified 
to having bought liquor at Miller's 
place. The defense was deduced from 
the fact that the Board of Trustees 
granted Mr. Miller a license in Septem- 
ber, and revoked the same without no- 
tice. He still held the license as 
granted, and tendered the balance of 
the payment therefor on October 1, and 
it was refused. 

Miller’s second trial, for violating the 
screen provision of the saloon ordi- 
nance, is set for Tuesday at 10 o'clock. 
A writ of ‘habeas e>rpus was served on 
Recorder Matthews at noon today cit- 
ing him to appear before the Superior 
Court Monday and show that he is not 
depriving the defendant of his liberty 
illegally. It is generally supposed that 
Judge Towner of the Superior Court is 
Hable to rule against the validity of 
this provision of the law, in which case 
it will remain with the city to appeal or 
drop the case. 4

Blow at Tax-title Sharps—The 
Downey Case. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 26.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Mayor Carlson strikes a 
blow at a set of creatures in this city 
who make their living out of other peo- 
ple’s misfortunes and are as despised 
Among fair-minded men as are coyotes 
or mongrel yellow dogs. These crea- 
tures are tax-title sharps. They are 
shylocks. Carigon hits them by veto- 
ing “An ordinance providing for the 
sale and conveyance of certain lands 
owned by the city of San Diego, Cal.” 
Carlson’s veto contains this scathing 
remark: “The said proposed ordinance 
means to have the Mayor and City 
Clerk sign deeds selling the property of 
private individuals to tax-sale buyers, 
in order to put some money into the 
salary of street funds of the city until 
January 1. Such action would work 
an injustice to many overburdened 
taxpayers who have struggled aiong 
for years hoping for better times, only 
to contend and tide over worse times 
as best they can. Some of the people 
of this city, whose property is now de- 
linquent, have paid more money in 
taxes to the city than what their prop- 
erty today is asstssed for, and now for 
the city to take advantage of the em- 
barrassment and ill-fortune of its own 
people and sell their. property to tax- 
sale buyers by regular deeds to be 
signed by the Mayor and City Clerk, 
would be cold-blooded and heartless; 
would cause many a poor widow, 
many a struggling family, and many a 
hard-working and poorly-paid laboring 
man to weep and condemn the officers 
of a municipality for giving deeds of 
their property to ‘tax-sharps.” Billy 
thinks the city should use the’ money 
from the bond account to pay for the 
care of the streets, etc. He also vetoes 
the ordinance taxing  electric-wire 
poles along the streets 50 cents each 
annually.

After many questions on other subjects 
the crafty Col. Snow said in sub- 
stance: 

“Now, Mrs. Howard, you remarked 
that on Sunday, August 29, 1889, you 
dtd so and so?” 

“No sir, I didn’t say anything of the 
kind. I said that ‘on Saturday, August 
29, 1889,’ etc. . 

Thus did Snow endeavor repeatedly 
to break down the witness until at last 
Senator White objected to the contin- 
ual repetition of the futile efforts.

TO SANTA BARBARA. 


Arthur Fietcher Pleads Guilty to 
Taking the Grapes—Charies But- 
‘tom to Have a Second Trial for 
Killing August Bohm—Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 26.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Father P. J. 
Stockman has been ordered by Bishop 
Mora to take charge of Santa Barbara 
parish as the successor of Father Villa. 

Father Stockman has been stationed 
in San Bernardino for twenty-two 
years, it being his first parish. He was 
ordained in Los Angeles and at once 
stationed in this city by the then 
bishop, and all his work since has been 
in this parish. But its limits extended 
far beyond the city or even ‘the county. 
Riverside, San Jacinto, Perris and east 
as far as Banning was under his au- 
thority. The parish geographically is 
one of the largest in the State. 

The new parish is recognized as a 

more desirable one, although whether 
he prefers the change only the father 
knows.

The warrant was placed 
in Policeman T. O. Carter’s hands, but 
was not served, and Fietcher rather 
scored a point by waiving the service. 
His plea of guilty and the payment oi 
the $3 fine is probably the end of that 
feature of the case. 

Dist.-Atty. Daley said that he had 
been intending to go before Judge 
Soule and move to dismiss the com- 
plaint, but had not thought of Fletcher 
anticipating him by pleading guilty be- 
fore the case came up regularly today.

CHANGING COUNTY OFFICIAL 
QUARTERS. 

The consolidation of the county 

offices made before the last election 


and which went into effect January l, 


1895, made vacant a number of office 
rooms in the old Courthouse. The 
county has been paying office rent for 
a number of officers, including the 
County. Surveyor. The Supervisors 
have decided to make some changes 
and cut off some outside expenses. 

The most suitable place found for the 
Surveyor was in the old Courthouse, on 
the lower floor.

The next day we made 
vur trip to the city, which is about five 
miles distant from the landing, select- 
ing our conveyance from.a troop of 
camels, donkeys, horses and dilapi- 
dated vehicles. In time a caravan was 
made up of nine horses and two cam- 
els—the latter being an experiment 
tried for novelty’s. sake. 

The camel of Aden is a very docile, 
easy-going, reliable animal, if he is in 
the humor to be so, but can at a mo- 
ment’s notice become the ugliest brute 
ever used for riding purposes. The 
road to the city is-a circuitous one, a 
deep gorge being cut by English perse- 
verance through the rocks which rise 
from 60 to 100 feet on either side of the 
roadway. At the end of this chasm is 
a natural gateway which we found in 
charge of artillery and a squad of Se- 
poy soldiers. An abrupt turn to the 
right brings the city of Aden in view 
at our feet, looking something like a 
large bowl a mile in diameter. In the 
center of the town are the barracks of 
the British and Sepoy regiments. On 
the right we gazed upon those immensc 
rock-chiseled reservoirs, destined to 
safely store the rain that was expected 
in the sweet sometime. We strolled 
through this sun-baked city, observing 
the curious conglomeration of Arabs, 
Hindoos, Abyssinians, etc., gazed upon 
long trains of coffee-laden camels, 
and interviewed a holy man, a dervish 
from Silhet, in British India, bound on 
a pilgrimage to Mecca. He had walked 
from his home to Bombay, and was 
preparing to tramp it to Mecca in the 
same way. I was attracted to this man 
by hearing him.use a very solid Span- 
ish expression when in altercation with 
a native, and addressing him with the 
intention of aiding him, if possible, he 
told me his difficulty. 

This being his second pilgrimage to 
Meeca, the native recognized him, and 
having a great reverance for holy 
tramps, tried to pursuade him to ac- 
cept the loan of a camel to carry him 
to the holy city.

Sailors‘ yarns and politicians’ prom- 
f isces have to be taken with a grain of 
salt, so it is said, and I was reluctant 
to believe this report, but before being 
six hours in that hottest of all hot 
places on the universe [f was willing 
to affirm that there is only a sheet of 
tissue paper between Aden- and that 
supposed place called “Sheol.”

In the stables of a colonel command- 
ing a Sepoy regiment we were shown 
two Arabian horses to be sent to En- 
giand as a present to the Duke of Con- 
naught; they were of the celebrated 
Raid breed, and the most lovely equines 
ever seen, pure white and as docile as 
kittens, but when the groom told us 
that one of them had been tried om the 
road for twenty-seven hours without 
drinking and at a good gait, we listened 
to the statement and make it now for 
all it is worth. 

Entering a large storehouse where 
the latest dates from Arabia are gath- 
ered and packed in their peculiarly- 
woven mattings, we saw a very large 
tub, shaped like a bathtub, about 20 
feet long by 4 feet broad and 2 feet 
deep. The newly-received dates were 
lifted from the backs of tte camels 
and dumped into this tub until it was 
full; then a score of burly negroes 
jumped on the top of this mass of dates, 
bare-footed, and commenced to tramp 
them into solidity, singing a_ very 
mournful ditty, and moving their feet 
in accordance with the rise and fall of 
the tune. If you understand that it was 
hotter than an oven in the house, and 
that heavy drops of perspiration were 
coursing down the bodies of these’ ne- 
groes, it can be readily imagined that 
dates are no luxury to me. 

In the evening a funeral procession 
passed the veranda of the hotel, pre- 
ceded by six ancient-looking women, ut- 
tering the most unearthly cries. They 
were the licensed mourners with which 
every funeral must be provided to be in 
style, and they were only performing 
the accustomed functions in displaying 
in this distressing manner their long 
powers. 

The family of the deceased in Arabia 
never tries, as in other countries, to 
show their sorrow by outward demon- 
strations. They have hired mourners 
to do the weeping, and those we saw 
that evening grieved so naturally that 
I actually pitied them until hearing 
that it was sham howling and crocodile 
tears.

But a more serious rea- 
son for the estrangement arose during 
the last Congress and made Mr. Vest a 
stranger to the White House. The two 
Missouri Senators and most of the Rep- 
resentatives from that State declined 
to vote as the President wished on the 
silver question.

This 
did not weaken the influence of Sena- 
tor Vest or Senator Cockrell in their 
State, and whether it did the President 
any good is a question. If the Presi- 
dent had any notion that he could pre- 
vent the election of either of the Mis- 
souri Senators by withdrawing from 
them the light of his favor, he did not 
understand the conditions that exist 
in Missouri. So long as the Demo-

Mr. Vest, even when he was sup- 
posed to be the President's chief ref- 
resentative in the Senate, had a repu- 
tation for independence, which he has

But though he 
may have been criticised for following

Mr. Vest was considered for many 
years one of the poor men of the Sen- 
ate.

Mr. Vest’s reputation for poverty was 
founded chiefly on the fact that he 
lived in a little frame house opposite 
the Capitol, which he shared with the 
then Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate. 
Some years ago he rented a house for 
himself and brought his family to 
Washington. Since that timie the finan- 
cial condition of Mr. Vest has been 
reckoned differently, with what author- 
ity I cannot say. I only know that 
Senator Vest is considered by a great 
many people a well-to-do, if not a 
weelthy man. He is known to have 
been in some successful speculations, 
and the profits of these may have been } 
exaggerated by rumor. 
Mr. Vest is a good story-teller; in 
fact, he has spoiled many a committee 
meeting with his anecdotes. It is safe 
to say that if Mr. Vest gets started 
story-telling before a committee meet- 
ing begins, the better part of the hour 
will be devoted to stories. By reason 
of his ability as a storyteller, Mr. 
Vest is in great demand as a dinner 
companion, and ‘is much sought as a 
member of investigating committees 
which are going .to take long journeys 
by rail. He is a good sportsman, too, 
and he would spend one-half his time 
after game if he could. Senator Beck, 
Senetor Vance and Senator Jackson— 
all three now dead—were at one time 
constant companions of Mr. Vest in 
hunting expeditions, and they used to 
tell a story of the time when Mr. Vest 
said to two of them: “You fellows go 
ahead. You're not going to find any 
ducks this morning.

} | this summer, shortly after ‘his return 
from Europe. It was only a few days 
after the President had issued an order 
bringing the consular service in part 
under civil-service regulations, and I 
asked the Senator if, in his experience 
abroad, he had gained any information 
on the subject of our consular service 
which would. be interesting.

sessed the requisite ability. But most 
of our Consuls and commercial agents 
are broken-down politicians or callow 
youths, who are without commercial 
experience and without the judgment 
or faculty of observation which would 
make them useful in reporting trade 
conditions in other countries. There is 
no country so poor that our people 
could not find something in its com- 
mercial experience which would be of 
velve to us. A consul who is observ- 
ant and of good judgment can send to 
the State Department reports which 
will be of great benefit to our business 
men. But most of them are incapable 
of performing this duty. I found Re- 
publicans in office, too,—men who have 
enough influence to cause their reten- 
tion in the service under a Democratit 
administration.” 

“Are you in sympathy with the re-. 
cent act of the President bringing the 
consuls under civil-service regula- 
tions?” 

The Senator hesitated. He answered 
finally in the affirmative, with the 
parenthetical remark that the act 
seemed to be in line with the Presi- 
dent’s civil-service policy. “But, I 
think,” he said, “that to make the or- 
der effective he should have extended. 
it to all consular offices, and not lim- 
ited it to one-half of them.” 

“Then you believe in divorcing the 
consular service from politics?” 

Senator Vest has not the reputation 
of a very earnest civil-service re- 
former. I was surprised when he an- 
swered categorically: “Yes. I believe 
that our consuls and commercial 
agents should be educated for the serv- 
ice. I found, when in Germany, that 
they have a training-school for con- 
suls. It is called the College of Lan- 
guages, and there the young men who 
wish to enter on a career in the for- 
eign service are instructed in different 
jlanguages—not only in French and 
German, but in the Oriental tongues. 
I did not see this institution, but I 
heard a great deal about it, and I was 
much interested in it.” 

“Would the establishment of such 
a college in this country be possible?” 
“I think not,” said the Senator. 

“Or advisable?” 

“IT would like to see it established,” 
said the Senator. “But you asked me 
if I thought it possible, and, knowing 
the opposition to any such legislation 
which would be made in Congress, I 
answered that I thought it would not. 
I see the order of the President re- 
quires that candidates for consulships 
be examined in the language of the 
country to which they are to be sent. 


This should be done. It is ridiculous to 


send a man to represent us in a coun- 
try whose tongue is strange to, him. 
Any one who has been ebroad realizes 
at what a disadvantage such a man 
would work. And yet comparatively’ 
few of our consuls,I believe, unders‘and 
any but our own tongue, and some of 
them have © very insufficient knowl- 
edge of that.”

ships and substitute commercial agen- 


ties. 1 asked the Senator if he be- 
lieved there were too many consuls.

The Senator did not make any per- 
sonal investigation of the English or 
French system of training consuls, 
which is quite as elaborate as the Ger- 
man. In England applicants for con- 
sulships are required to report to the 
Foreign Office, if possible, to stand an 
examination to determine their fitness, 
and one of the requisites is a knowl- 
edge of the tongue of the country in 
which they are to serve. They are re- 
auired also to serve an apprenticeship 
in the Foreign Office at London, when 
practicable. In France a still more 
rigid system prevails. No man can en- 
ter the diplomatic or consular service 
of France unless he elects to make the 
work his life vocation. He must en- 
ter as a pupil consul, in which grade 
he serves three years. Then he works 
his way up through the grades of vice- 
consul, consul and consul-general; in 
eachof which ‘he must servethree years 
before he is entitled to promotion. Be- 
fore his admission as a pupil consul he 
must pass a rigid examination; and 
after his admission as a pupil consul! 
he must spend a certain period in the 
Foreign Office at Paris and a certain 
period in one of the boards of trade 
of France, from. which he must send to 
the Foreign Office trade reports. No 
other country is as careless in its selec- 
tion of foreign representatives as the 
United States. 

Mr. Vest had no personal adventures 
with our representatives abroad which 
would add to his stock of notable anec- 
dote. In this respect his experience 
hos differed from that of several of 
his colleagues in the. Senate, notably 
that of Senator Frye. Some years ago 
Mr. Frye, who has been for a long time 
a member of the Senate committee to 
which consular nominations are re- 
ferred, went abroad; and he made it a 
point to cali on the American Consul 
at every town he visited. According to 
the stories he related on his return, he 
found the most remarkable collection 
of freaks in consular positions that 
could have been collected together in 
the United States. Many of these men 
received him very bumptiously, and 
treated him with scant courtesy until 
they discovered who he was. When 
they learned that he was oneof themen 
who had passed on their nominations, 
they became very small and humble.

The best apparatus for this is a punch- 
ing bag, either one that files up against 
a drum or the ceiling, or is fastened 
from ceiling to floor with an elas- 
tic.

ark you, does Not. make a ‘bully, but 
is an accomplishment of the true born 
gentleman. It only gives him greater 
patience when his temper is tried. A 
‘man who makes his living by fighting 
often becomes nasty, desiring to ficht 
at all times and impose on other people. 
But he is an exception. ‘The great 
majority of fighters whom I have 
known in the last twenty. years were 
men who had the greatest respect for 
a woman, would always avenge an in- 
sult, and were never. locking for 
trouble. 

BENEFICIAL -RESULTS. 

“There is no reason why boxing 
should be attended with different re- 
sults from fencing. Both are manly 
sciences and conducive of good health, 
light spirits and splendid muscular 
development. Take the young fellows 
at the high class: athletic clubs who 
box every day. They may be told from 
the other fellows by their elasiic step 
and grace of carriage and quick cye, 
They arealways in a good humor, and 
this is due solely to the nature of their 
recreation. | 

“An important point for beginners 
to observe is to take off the gloves 
the moment you begin to feel tired. Be- 
yond this point the nerves are worried 
and the boxer is of no use; for he loses 
quickness.”’ 

Mr. Edwards is himself now 51 years 
of age, but lithe and active as a boy. 
He feels no ill results from his many 
encounters in the ring and predicts 
that boxing will some day in the near 
future be lifted on a par with the 
other sports and pastimes. The hard- 
‘est and most effective blow that a 
boxer can deliver, he says, is a straight 
counter or swinging blow on the chin, 
just to the right or left of the point. 
He does not want boys to use this cn 
each other, but he thinks it is a good 
thing to remember.

HOW A PATRIOT BOY FOILED A

GENERAL REVIEW OF ITS HISTORY—SKETCHES OF 
THE PROMINENT AND SUCCESSFUL 
CHINESE PHYSICIANS.

A Oomparison of Their Methods with Those of American Praoti- 
tioners—Statement by B OC. Platt of the Remarkable Series 
of Bvente which Turned His Attention to This 
Topic—The Oriticisms and Opinions 


of Other Oandid Men. 


The medical practice of the Orient, which 
has recently been attracting the attention of 
the public in Los Angeles, has been known to 
@ certain extent in California for about forty 
years. During that period it has had fu 
princtpal and successful exponents, and a host 
of imitators who have brought the system into 
greater or less discredit by their ignorance 
of the most advaheed principles of Chinese 
medicine; although Most of them, perhaps, 
have had a certain atmount of skill which they 
have used on occasion with some success and 
ability. The four educated Chinese physicians 
on this Coast have Been Chung Lee of San 
Jose, Dre. Sang of Butte county, Li Po Tai of 
San Francisco an@ T. Foo Yuen, a nephew of 
Li Po Tai, now residing in Los Angeles. All 
of these men have bee noted for the uniform 


at Gan 


less by American physicians. He was fre- 
quently brought before the courts and, being 
possessed of comeiderable property, was able 
to employ counsel am@ to carry the cases in 
which he was @efendant to the Supreme Court. 
He was fined in one or two instances, although 
he proved that the cases in which he was 
called to prescribe were really emergency 
cases, as they were inatances in which persons 

eeute attacks or very severe 
had practically been given 
up to die by their regular physicians. The 
court records of this State are conclusive evi- 
dence that no reputable Chinese physician has 
ever been convicted of malpractice, although 
many of them have been fined for practicing 
medicine in cases where it was shown that 
they cured their patients. 

Chung Lee returned to China a few years 
ago and was killed in an accident. Don Sang, 
who lived near Chico, was an equally success- 
fu! practitioner. I have in my possession 
documentary evidence of many of his remark- 
able cures. His patients were in many in- 
stances prominent people. Everybody knows 
the great reputation of LA Po Tai, who prac- 
ticed in San Francisco for more than a quarter 
of a century, and secured a position and a 
Clientele that might be envied by many a 
skilled American doctor. During the iater 
years of his life the daily visitors to his office 
were numbered by the hundred. Among these 
were such men as Senator Stanford. And he 
successfully treated scores of Governors, judges 
and other officials, and men and women promi- 
nent in alt affairs of the social and business 
world. His death three years ago was regarded 
as a genuine loss, not only by his own coun- 
trymen, but by hundreds of people of Cau- 
casian descent. 

Dr. T. Foo Yuen of Los Angeles, a nephew 
of Li Po Tai, was educated in China by the 
latter, in the hope that he would succeed to 
his extensive practice. After completing his 
course of study at the Imperial College of 
Medicine in Pekin he ¢ame to San Francisco 
and was an assistant to his uncle, Li Po Tal, 
when I made his a¢quaintance, by one of those 
peculiar chains of circumstances which fre- 
quently result in changing the whole life work 
of individuals. I had been an invalid for sev- 
éral years, and had passed by gradual] grada- 
tions from a physical coOndition where a very 
active business life was @ source of pride and 
pleasure to a condition where the least care 
was a burden, where all my bodily functions 
were ebnorma)], where my death at any time 
was anticipated, and where I had spent thous- 
ands of Gollars upon physicians and medicines 
without the slightest beneficial result. My 
visit to San Francisco to consult Li Po Tai 
was the clutching at the straw of a drowning 
man. 

My case was so thoroughly typical of thous- 
ands that arise under American ways of life 
and American theories of medication that | 
may be pardoned for referring to it somewhat 
at length and making it the basis of some 
conclusions which I shall draw. . 

In September, 1889, I was taken sick with 
what the doctor said was a slow fever, al- 
though he afterward decided that the symp- 
toms were those of typhoid. I was at that 
time about 38 years of age, and this was the 
first time in my life that I had ever been com- 
pelied to give up business on account of ill 
health. From that date until the 12th of No- 
vember, 1892, I employed nine white physicians 
and three Mongolians, representing all the 
pepular schools of medicine practiced in this 


4 country and some others. ° 


Just think of a person being examincd by 
nine reputable physicians within a period of 
@ little over two years, receiving nine different 
diagnoses and treatment to correspond with 
each. It is mo wonder that I at last reachol 
@ condition of almost complete prostration, 
with a loss in weight of forty-two. pounds. As 
I have said, the first doctor decided that I had 
typhoid fever. A few weeks later, although 
there was little, if any, change in my condi- 
tion, my second doctor pronounced my case 
la grippe. A few weeks later a third sus- 
pected a breaking-down of the lungs. A fourth, 
two months afterward, was certain that I was 
suffering simply from indigestion. My {filth 
doctor found evidences of a destruction of the 
kidneys, with indications of diabetes. The 
sixth was emphatic that there was no organic 
trouble, but a mild form of nervous proatra- 
tion. I was now confined to my bed the greater 
part of the time and my seventh doctor said 
that my heart was very seriously affected. 
The eighth also feared heart failure, while the 
ninth and last predicted that I was likely to 
have hemorrhages at any time. Which of these 
reputed authorities was right? Were any of 
them right? To my mind neither was correct 
or knew what he professed to know. 

The above statement is no burlesque. I am 
not attempting to compose a farce, although 
the case would certainly be ridiculous wore it 
not, unfortunately, so very serious to the per- 
son most interested. It is only one instance 
in thousands and-illustrates simply the uncer- 
tainty of human life in a country where the 
commercial instinct has invaded all] schoois 
and creeds of the medical profession, resulting 
in a war of medical systems and a feeling of 
intolerance and bigotry, which prevents up- 
holders of each from seeing any good in the 
others. and shuts their eyes to everything out- 
side of the textbooks of their own universities. 
Ali the deplorable results of this state of af- 
fairs recoil upon the unfortunate patients who 
give up their money for the support of the 
Goctors and the perpetuation of their several 
discordant systems, and then accommmodatingly 
go under ground and hide out of sight the re- 
sults of those systems. They thus leave the 
field clear for the doctors to “‘practige’’ upon 
other unfortunates. 

I was more fortunate than most when, about 
the time that my relatives were suggesting 
the propriety of my making my will, I met an 
old professor of an Eastern medical colleze 
who impressed me with the correctness cf his 

- He told me that I would never realize 
any benefit from taking medicines—that a cor- 
rect diet alone would afford to a chronic suf- 
ferer permanent relief. I at once discontinwed 
the use of poisons, such as strychnine, calomel, 
arsenic, iron, morphine, and various combina- 
tions of so-called tonics and narcotics, ali of 
which had been prescribed by my numerous 
‘physicians. 1 am convinced that this cessa- 
tion of injurious medication saved my life at 
that time; but to cast out of my system the ac- 
cumulation of polsenous mineral and other 
agents afterward cost me what was indeed a 
“battle for life,”” and required ten months of 
persistent treatment under a more truly ‘‘ra- 
tional system of medicine. 

As «@ last resort, after I had exhausted every 


resource of the white man’s medicine, my at- 
tention was turned toward the Chinese prac- 
titioners, and, with all the usual prejudice and 
hesitation, I at last determined to give them a 
trial. I employed three before consulting Li 
Po Tai, and each of the three gave me pre- 
scriptions which afforded temporary relief, but 
no permanent benefit. They apparently had 
some knowledge of the system which they pro- 
fessed to practice, but in my case they [alled 
to reach the seat of the disorder and to re- 
move the cause of the distressing symptoms 
which were apparently killing me. I am not. 
I trust, so illogical as to assume that every 
Chinaman who hangs out his shingle is a 
skilied physician. There are doubtless quacks 
and adventurers among these as among ai! 
other claimants to medica) skill, and there 
may be men who are sincere but not fully 
grounded in the principles of their profession. 
_ I soon found that I had reached the limit of 
the skill of my third Chinese physician, 
although his reports to my friends had not 
been made known to me. The substance of 
these was: ‘“‘The whole man is sick, from the 
top of the head to the ground, all samee con- 
sumption, maybe live threé months, maybe 
not.’ In happy ignorance, I say, of this dis- 
couraging opinion, I resolved to find, if pos- 
sible, a thoroughly educated Chinese physician 
in this country. If I could not find one hore 
I would go to China. At this time I was in a 
very weak condition, scarcely able to walk 
three blocks. In company with my brother I 
went to San Francisco. This was the 15th of 
November, 1892. I consulted Li Po Tai and 
remained under his care unti! his death in the 
following March. In the meantime I had be- 
come acquainted with T. Foo Yuen, who was 
then assisting In his uncle's practice. Af‘er 
LA Po Tai’s death I persuaded Dr. Foo to come 
to Gouthern California, my prime motive be- 
ing to place myself under his care, as I was 
satisfied, from what I had seen of his skil! in 
San Francisco, that he was an even greater 
physician than his distinguished uncle. I had 
personally tested his treatment during the few 
weeks between the time when Li Po Tal took 
to his bed with his last {liness. and his death. 

I remained under Dr. Foo’s care until Sep- 
tember 15, 1893, when he discharged me as 
cured. Three months later I found myself re- 
gaining my once vigorous business form, and 
from that time until now my health has been 
excetient, and I have very rarely boven com- 
.pelled to take any treatment whatever, except 
in a few cases of cold from undue exposure. I 
have steadily improved during the two years 
since my treatment was discontinued. I have 
regained my former weight of 160 pounds end 
possess the same energy and ability to undergo 
severe physical exertion that I formerly had, 
and which has always made a very active Lusi- 
ness life a pleasure to me. My time during 
the past two years has largely been devoted to 
studying the Chinese system of medicine. My 
interest was thoroughly aroused by the results 
in my own case, and I have watched the cures 
of others and seen such very marked benefit 
that I have become steadily more enthusiastic. 

I desire to disclaim any prejudice against in- 
dividual physicians of my own race. I have 
many friends among them whom I hold in the 
greatest esteem. But their combined efforts 
to eave my life, when that was endangered by 
an obscure but destructive malady, resulted 
in failure. I was on the brink of the grave 
for three years and spent thousands of dollars 
in ineffectual efforts to secure relief. Only 
the possession of an unusually vigorous ccn- 
stitution and remarkable tenacity of life kept 
me alive. United to these qualities was a dis- 
position to test to the utmost every system that 
I tested at all, which disposition impelled me 
to give the Chinese system a thorough trial 
after I had once undertaken treatment, and re- 
sulted in saving my life. I have also thor- 
oughly tested this system in the cases of 
others. I have studied the processes of diag- 
nosis by the pulse, which depend upon com- 
plicated, though consistent, principles that 
require a great deal of practice in application. 
I have myself tested this matter and, after 
making a diagnosis on my own account, I have 
watched Dr. Foo’s diagnosis, with a view of 
determining whether this process is entitled to 
credit as a trustworthy result of reliable de- 
ductions. based upon phitosophical principles. 
I am convinced that it is entitled to such 
credit. I have myself made up prescriptions 
after such diagnoses and have compared them 
with those actually prescribed by Dr. Foo, 
finding them usually essentially the same. I 
have watched the results of these prescriptions 
and the changes which were made from day 
to day as a result of successive examinations 
by the pulse. I have studied exhaustively all 
the facts upon which the Chinese system is 
based, with a view to detecting guestwork, 
fraud, chicanery or superstition of any kind, 
and I have fafled to detect these elements. I 
believe that it is a logical and complete sys- 
tem and is capable of application and use by 
unprejudiced minds of any race. 

The current number of The Land of Sun- 
shine, namely the number for November, con- 
tains an article by Dr, Foo upon the education 
of a Chinese physician. Readers of this article 
will at once see some of the reasons for the 
faith which is in me with reference to the 
Chinese system of medication. The Chincse 
physician employs what would be the lifetime 
of an American business man simply in prepa- 
ration for the practice of his profession. He 
commences at a very early age to study his 
materia medica and becomes, through a !ong 
course of study, an expert in the use of his 
remedies. He studies a science which has becn 


+in process of development for centuries. This 


fact is frequently ridiculed by our modern 
medicos, who seem to think that a medical 
theory must be new to be of value. I admit 
that I cannot discover the logic of this assump- 
tion, which does not hold true in any other 
science. If it proves anything it proves too 
much. If the medicine of today is to super- 
sede the medicine of yesterday, the medicine 
of tomorrow will supersede the medicine of 
today, and we are therefore in the wrong to- 
day. Not that I would claim that anything 
human is so nearly perfect that it cannot be 
improved. For that matter, the Chinese sys- 
tem of medicine is constantly undergoing some 
changes and improvements. But it is in its 
essential and fundamenta! principles what it 
was centuries ago, a fact which argues against 
it in the minds of some, but is to me an evi- 
dence of its value and consistency. I am the 
more favorably disposed toward it because it 
does not invent and then abandon a series of 
lymphs, anti-toxines, elixirs of life and simi- 
lar cure-alls, which are to be received with 
great applause as the invention of some master 
-mind and thefi cast ruthlessly aside as of no 
practica] value, but frequently found very in- 
jurious in the light of experience. 

In a word, my principal charge against mod- 
ern American physicians is that they are in- 
consistent. I do not question their sincerity 
or the honesty of their efforts to relieve the 
physical ills of mankind. But, while constantiy 
testing new remedies and advocating new 
theories, each physician claims that his school 
embodies all that is correct in medical prac- 
tice. He ostracises any who dare assert to the 
contrary, bolsters up his pretensions by diplo- 
mas and medica! degrees, and importunes the 
Legislature to bar out all competition that 
does not follow in the beaten track. He is not 
willing to make his cures the simple and final 
test of his ability and of the value of his pro- 
fessional tenets. He inveighs against quack- 
ery and humbug, but writes his prescriptions 


in a dead language for the sake of the moral 
effect upon the imagination of his patient, cr 


to prevent the latter from discovering the pois- 
onous elements used in his practice. Were the 
American doctor to abandon his pretensions 
to exclusive skill and kaowledge, to the f[acti- 
tious support of legislation, to the use of 
potseonms and to the infallibility of his ever- 
changing school, 1 should have only one 
ground of further quarrel with him, and that 
is his intolerance of whatever is new to him, 
unless heralded with a great fourtsh of 
trumpets by the great minds of his own ereed, 
and his contemptuous refusal to investigate 
facts which go to show that his system may 
have faults or that some other may have 
merits. 

Speaking of the inconsistency of the profes- 
sion in this respect, Dr. Adam Smith says: 

“After denouncing Paracelsus as «a 
the regular medical profession stole his ‘quack- 
silver." mercury; after calling Jenner an im- 
postor, it adopted his discovery of vaccination; 
after dubbing Harvey a humbug. it was forced 
to swallow his theory of the circulation of the 
biood."" These are only a few of the many fn- 
stances in which the medical profession has 
made most unaccountable and ridiculous mis. 
takes. 

It would have been essy for Dr. Remondino, 
before he rushed into print in his now cele- 
brated attack upon Chinese physicians, to have 
sought out the best of these upon the Pacific 
Coast and to have made personal inquiry as to 
the principles of their practice, the remedies 
employed and the results. If he found, as he 
surely would have found, that those principles 
are logical and consistent, the remedies non- 
poisonous, yet potent, and the results satisfac- 
tory in every way, he howld have reported 
these findings to his brethren of the Southern 
California Medical Association, and should 
have recommended further investigation, with 
a view to incorporating the merits of the Chi- 
nose system of medicine into the practice of 
American physicians. But Dr. Remondino's 
natural prejudices as a Caucasian, and his 
even stronger acquired prejudices as a phvsi- 
clan, rendered such a simple and reasonable 
course the very height of absurdity in his os- 
timation. Indeed, it is altogether probable that 
it never occurred to him. He preferred to 
prove not only his bigotry. but his ignorance, 
by placing his mental photograph in the pub- 
lic prints, and any one can see by studying 
the lines of the countenance there defined that 
the doctor's professional training has evoluted 
him inte a sort of a living sphinx, and that 
neither argument nor reason nor evidence can 
change the expression of a single lineament. 

But this is digression. I did not intend to 
mention Dr. Remondino, as I know that his 
case is hopeless, but, not having received an 
education at a medical school, I am unable to 
sympathize with the learned doctor's indispo- 
sition to receive new impressions, and to af- 
ford any system advanced as truth and estab- 
lished by results a‘ fair and candid inquiry. 
Apart from my own case, the results that I 
have seen of Dr. Foo'’s treatment of disease 
have induced me to become not only tolerant 
of his ideas, but their enthusiastic advocate. 

I am aware that the Chinese are a despised 
race, and I admit that the average specimen 
of the nation who 4rifts to the shores of Amer- 
ica Is not a man to Inspire respect for and con- 
fidence in his countrymen. But it would be 
as logical to judge the genius of Bismarck by 
the mental capacity of the latest German im- 
migrant arrived at Castile Garden as to 
estimate the mental acuteness of the highly 
educated Chinese by that of the low-grade 
specimens who do our laundry work. Every 
nation worthy of the name has within its 
boundaries all sorts and conditions of men. 
If we want to judge its mental force we should 
select the highest specimens, not the lowest. 
And, in the case of the Chinese, those highest 
specimens rarely come under our observation. 
Dr. T. Foo Yuen, however, is one of them, an 
educated gentleman, intelligent, refined, suc- 
cessful, honorable and candid. He has «a 
breadth and depth of reasoning power that 
overstep the boundaries of race and mark the 
man of brains in any country. 

In the hands of such a man a reasonable and 
consistent system of medicine is certain to 
produce beneficial results. Our American phy- 
sicians are not to blame for their intolerance, 
their affectations and their failures. I believe 
them to be, as a class, sincere in their opin- 
ions and earnest in their efforts. But their 
system follows too closely the trend of our 
complex civilization and is therefore power- 
less to cure the defects of that system. Our 
ways of life are altogether too rapid. We pay 
too much attention to gain, to pleasure and to 
mental development, and too little to physical 
health. The result ia a long series of modern 
diseases, as well as a lessened ability to cope 
with older scourges of mankind, such as con- 
sumption, the prevalence of which has stead- 
ily increased, until today one-seventh of the 
civilized human family te tainted with it. 
Modern civilization has lessened the average 
vitality of man and has brought upon him a 
combination of complex disorders, degenera- 
tion of his mental and physical being. Mod- 
ern medical teachings fail in with this state 
of affairs. They meet the new disorders with 
new remedies, many of which are directed 
simply to the quick alleviation of pain, the 
removal of distressing symptoms. The little 
hypodermic syringe is a type of these inven- 
tions and, by its use, a poison which would be 
of slower and less certain action if taken 
through the mouth is injected directly into the 
circulation, where it performs its deadly work 
with great rapidity. It stupifies the nerve 
centers and in that way allays pain very 
quickly. But, instead of curing the patient, it 
creates a new and distressing malady. We 
look upon the tattooed savage es a barbarous 
and uncouth wretch, yet there are in our own 
country thousands of persons tattooed from 
head to foot by the little needle of the hypo- 
dermic injection. If a few thousand of these 
could be collected into a museum they would 
be an excellent object lesson on modern medi- 
cal science. 

The intelligent Chinese physician never re- 
sorts to such measures as this. He believes in 
relieving pain, but not in a way that will pre- 
vent a cure or establish a new disease. He is 
more stoical, less sensitive to present pain and 
more sensitive to final results. Among the 
vast population of the mighty empire which 
was his birthplace life goes on a more even 
kee] than in America, and the results of his 
training and observation make him econserva- 
tive. He would rather hold to a long-tested 
remedy than to attempt @ new one, which may 
be better, but is probably worthless. Yet it is 
a mistaken notion to assume that his simple. 
non-poisonous herbs do not have a very 
marked. effect upon the human system. His 
prescriptions are rarely composed of a single 
remedy. From ten to sixteen, in varying pro- 
portions, are combined in a single prescription, 
and their joint action is very prompt and thor- 
ough, without the deleterious effects of poison- 
ous drugs. The Chinese physician aims to re- 
move not only the symptom, but ail the con- 
comitant causes of that symptom forever from 
the patient. But he believes in preventive 
medicine, in hygiene, in the value of rest, in 
diet as a means of cure, and in the fact that 
cures of chronic ailments cannot be made in a 
day. These principles differ from and are safer 
than the attempts of some modern physi- 
cians who promise speedy cures of every- 
thing without delay or hindrance to busi- 
ness. In a word, Americans, in their et- 
tempts to keep medicine abreast of the times. 
promise more than any medicines are 
able to perform, and pay a minimum of at- 
tion to the rules of health. which are more 
powerful for the cure of disease than drugs. 
Americans accuse the Chinese of absurl 
perstitions and of practicing upon the cre. 
dulity of the people, and at the same time 
they hold up before their patients an absrd 
drug fetich and offer innumerable cure -«!'s. 
patented and unpatented, the work of ‘gnur- 
amuses and the work of skilled ovharmacists. 
The unfortunate victim takes his choire. 

Many people are prevented from consulting 
a Chinese physician for ‘ear of exposing 
themselves to ridicule or for fear that they 
will be cheated by an ignorant impostor, cr 
will find themselyes.among a thronz of crd- 
ulous people who are king 
disease. There are scores of people in “ali- 
fornia who have received benefit from Ch‘'nese 
physicians, but rarely mention the {-t. 
Some of them never consult any other phy- 
sician, but they make little, if any, effort to 
induce their friends and neighbors to consult 
the Chinese. They know. that such efforis 
would pe received with incredulous ridicule. 
Yet, when they meet others who may happen 
to mention that they have been wrescribed 


for by Chinamen, they frequently become

If persons who hesitate to consult Chinese 
physicians by reason of this race prejudice 
could know the character of the company in 
which they would find themselves they would 
be less reluetant. Many of our patients are 
professional men, men of brains and e*uca- 
tion and experience in affairs, and 
very unlikely to be deceived or bypnotized. 
I am in daily feceipt of letters from men of 
this sort, some of whom have been «ander 
treatment By Dr. Foo and others of whom 
have simply investigated his methods to sat- 
isfy themeelves upon these questions. Fur 
“the reader's benefit I shall quote a few of 
these to conclude this article. I shall not 
mention any names herein, but will simply 
say that the originals of these letters are on 
file at my office, and may be seen bv ity 
one interested.

is truth. »sberever it is found. This is true — 


in medicine as in everything else. If yeu 
have a truth in medicine that I have not 
that is what I want to find. I have a very 
favorable opinion of your pulse diagnosis. It 
is what in some degree I have felt was not 
more than half understood, and I have tried 
to find a way to meet the deficiency, tut 
have succeeded only in a limited degree. I 
asked a very finely-educated physician -er- 
tain questions concerning the beating of my 
own pulse—what such a pressure indicated, 
and he did not know. I think. however, & 
must take a long time of close observation 
and very sentitive fingers to know just the 
load and the kind of cargo the biood is 
currying. I see there must be a difference 
‘m the feel, the pressure of the pulse, Le- 
tween pure blood and the watery fluid of « 
dropsical person, as much difference as be- 
ing hit with a boiled pea or a shot. So 
there must be a great difference in other 
diseases. 

“Am I to understand that you never ute 
any poisonous materials in your. practice? 
Are all your roots. herbs. nuts, seeds end 
flowers non-poisonous? My practice is eclec- 
tic. I try to get the healing balm from all 
practices. I first honor the simple, active, 
non-poisonous herbs, roots, etc. Then it way 
bé some mineral medicines. but where poisons 
‘are given I calculate to clean the blood of 
the patient before leaving him. I would 
really like to see a course or system of moedi- 
cine free from all poisons that would relieve 
pain as quickly as the poisons do. It would 
be a great gain. Thus, you see, I am inter- 
ested in your statements. I use mostly non- 
poisonous medicines. 

“No man is to be blamed for the place 
of his birth nor his youthful environment. 
An attempt to make false impressions on 
the mind of the public or of private 
individuals is wrong. And when I read 
your articles of self-defense I was pleased to 
know that you had brains enough and knowl- 
edge to give a common-sense answer. On the 
other hand, it requires great care under the 
pressure not to overstep in statements con. 
cerning other practices. The good must stand, 
while the injurious medicines and means must 
eventually cease. I think fifty years hence 
there will be less medicine now. 
Peopie will learn how to live. Your ideas on 
diet I think much of. We now have some 
nobie minds, both in and out of the medical 
rofession, who are doing a grand work for 

umanity. indeed, our medical profession is 


highly honored by containing some of the best< 


minds in the nation. the 
‘minded men who are not everlastingly ask- 
ing: ‘What will our medical society say if I 
take this view of things’ These are not the 
dwarts of the society. They are the medical

dessert will result.” Why, one which 
has a national reputation says ihat if 
you want mutton to be proper, you 
should allow twenty minutes’ boiling 
for each pound. Fancy the result. I 
am inclined to pride myself on know- 
ing about meats, and if a small piece 
of mutton stays in the water forty-five 
minutes after it begins to boil, then it 
will be served in a fit way, and when a 
knife is stuck in it the blood will spurt 
out, and the fat will be done to a turn. 
A RECIPE THAT DELIGHTS. 
But to return to salads—which people 
who like good things to eat do every 
day—the newest one is absolutely as 
pretty as a picture. On the daintiest of 
platters is a fringe of tender green Iet- 
tuce leaves, and then there is a red 
pepper, a large pink tomato—the kind 
they call beefsteak tomato--and an ap- 
ple. Of course, if you have many peo- 
ple, you double or triple the number. 
The pepper is cut so that the top is 
like a lid, then it:is carefully scraped 
out and filled with the minced pepper, 
minced chicken and minced celery, 
with a mayonnaise carefully distributed 
through it all. After the filling the 
cover is put on again. The same treat- 
ment is given to the tomato, which is, 
however, filled with lettuce and to- 
mato, blended with a plain French 
dressing, while the apole has for its 
filling tongue paste we mixed with 
celery and mayonnaise. This is a salad 
fit not only for a king, but for an 
artist in color as well as in food. . 
By-the-by, where you are do they sell 
Bermuda onions on the fruit stands? 
That is the latest fad here, and the gay 
men about town buy them late at night 
and eat them exactly as if they. were 
apples, hoping to kill nervousness and 
drive away insomnia. Whether they 
are imitating the Duke of Edinburgh 
or not, I am unable to say, but he 
took onions, not for sleeplessness, but 
to cure him of some _ skin disease, 
which, I believe, they did.

TONAWANDA (N. Y.,.) October 20.— 
Work on the Erie Canal was began 
July 4. 1817, at Rome, N. Y. In the 
autumn of 1825 the grand waterway 
was completed, and the first boat, the 
Seneca Chief. with Gov. Clinton on 
board, made its historic trip from Lake 
Erie to Sandy. Hook. Then it was that 
New York became the “Empire State.” 
Up to 1883 when tolls were abolished. 
the canals had cost $97,000,000, and had 
yielded a direct revenue of over $131 - 
000,000, leaving the great sum of $34.- 
060,000 to their credit. Their commer- 
cia] value to the State would reach a | 
figure almost too vast to be computed. | 

Meanwhile the era of railroad con- 
struction had begun. A network of 
steel. centering in our great cities, 
reached out to all parts of the union, | 
The Erie Canal, where flowed a nation’s | 
commerce, was paralleled by an iron | 
highway. Engines were perfected, 
speed increased, carrying capacity aug- 
Mfented. They speedily lost ground.

How can we improve our canals and. 


has long faced our legislators and been 
the theme of countless resolutions by 
commercial bodies. But it seems _ to 
ave been reserved to Frank W. Haw- 
ley of Pittsford, N. Y., to satisfactorily 
answer this question. He contended 
that if the advent of steam had caused 
the State's canal property to deterior- 
ate, the aid of some superior motive 
power must be invoked to restore its 
value. He watched with interest the 
experiments of scientists, who were in- 
terrogating electricity as to its mystic 
powers. His attention was early 
drawn to the magnificent undertaking 
at Niagara, where science and capital 
combined to draw from the turbulent 
river an unfailing supply of electric en- 
ergy. He became convinced of the feas- 
ibility of this enterprise. and foresaw 
the industrial revolution of which it 
was prophetic. Here was the power for 
which he had sought. The canals 
should feel the impetus of Niagara's 
diverted strength. . 

A word as to the splendid achieve- 
ment of the Niagara Power Compary 
may be of interest. A mile and a half 
above the falls, on the American side,’ 
a lateral carial, 200 feet long, has been 
constructed. This is lined with wheel 
pits, down which, in steel tubes seven 


feet in diameter, is plunged a column } 


of water 140 feet in height, striking 
from beneath the huge turbine wheels 
of bronze, and after imparting to them 
its powerful impetus, it dashes off 
through the passageway leading to 
the main tunnel. Leading up from each 
wheel-pit is a steel shaft which com- 
municates the force thus generated to 
the dynamos in the power-house above. 
The tunnel is nearly seven thousand feet 
long, and enters the river about one 
thousand feet below the cataract. It is 
of sufficient capacity to generate 100,000 
horse-power. 

For some years 4 hydraulic compan 
had utilized the force of the river on a 
scale commensurate with the wants of 
the city of Niagara Falls. But the 
scope of the new scheme is much 
broader. It aims at furnishing power, 
not to a single town. bug posgibly to 
States and provinces. With elgctrical 
transmission an assured fact, the area 
of its possible activity and use broad- 
ens beyond the horizon. 

Both the Canadian and New York 
governments have appreciated the high

granted liberal franchises to the 
spective companies that will operate on 
either side of the river. The Niagara 
Falls Power Company is at present fur- 
nishing power to several large indus- 
tries located on its land. The Canadian 
Niagara Power Company is a thing of 
the near future. It will generate. elec- 
tric energy in great subterranean 
chambers near the falls. It is expected 
that these two separate companies will 
hereafter have an output of 450,000 
horse-power. . 

Mr. Hawley’s energetic action se- 
cured for the Cataract General Electric 
Company, which he represented, valua- 
ble privileges. It will distribute the 
electric product of the Niagara Falls 
Power Company throughout the State 
of New York outside the counties of 
Erie and Niagara. He also secured 
from the State of New York a contract 
authorizing’: his company to introduce 
electricity upon the canals asa method 
of boat propulsion. It also has be 
right to carry its transmission cablés 
along canal lands. 

In 1893 the State Legislature author- 
ized a test to be made of electricity as 
a means of propelling canal boats. So 
assured was Mr. Hawley of the adapt- 
ability of the new motive ‘power to 
canal purposes that he undertook to 
demonstrate its value. His now fa- 
mous test took place November 18, 
1898, near his home at Pittsford. N. Y. 
The Frank W. Hawley was an ordi- 
nary steam canal boat equipped with 
a dishpan screw. To this two Westing- 
house motors; twenty-five horse-power, 
Street-railway type, were connected. 
The current was brought from a .cen- 
tral power Station by a pair of wires 
suspended over the water-way and re- 
ceived by the motor through two. un- 
der-bearing trolley poles. 
company of State officials, electricians, 
capitalists and business men were 
present. Gov. Flower turned the lever 
which put the boat in motion.  Al- 
though heavily loaded it«moved at. a 
speed of about four miles an hour, 
passing through a lock and under a 
low bridge and making several sharp 
turns, About twenty-two horse-power 
was used in running the boat.

The trolley poles used at the test 
were a temporary makeshift. The orig- 
inal plan was to use a flexible wire at-

The Cable Way system. which it is 
proposed to introduce upon the canals, 
requires the erection of hollow poles of 
steel on either bank of the canal, pro- 
jecting above the ground about sixteen 
feet. These poles are placed 125 feet 
apart and imbedded in cement. This 
pole line supports a cable of great 
strength, which bears upon it a trav- 
eler carrying an electric motor and 
motorman. Three feet below the upper 
cable is placed a smaller one, which 
makes three turns around a horizontal 
shaft which is operated by the electric 
motor. The whole burden of the trav- 
eler and motor, together with most of 
the strain exerted in towing a fleet of 
canal boats is upon the upper cable. 


The lower cable, together with the 
shaft, furnishes the actual motive 
power, 


The motorman operates. the equip- 
ment in very "much the same wayerthat 
a trolley car is operated, throwing the 
current on and off with little § effort. 
The electricity is communicated to the 
motor over the upper cable, and is dis- 
charged from the motor through the 
medium of the lower one. The cable is 
so constructed as to preclude any possi- 
bility of danger from the use of the 
current, 

The pole line is placed outside the 
tow-path and in no wise interferes with 
the present uses of the canals. These 
travelers can haul boats at any speed 
The boatmen can use for 
merchandise the space now taken up 
by stable accommodations, forage for 
their horses and the quartersof drivers. 


‘If two boats are lashed together the 


crew will necessarily consist of but one 
man for each boat, the pilot, who 
would take his turn at the wheel with 
the pilot of the consort. 

The cost of ‘construction of this line, 
together with the equipment necessary 
to propel 3000 horse boats now travers- 
‘ing the line, will be about $3500 per mile, 
or $7000 for a lime on both banks. The 
total investment, therefore, will amount 


to about $2,500,000. 

A word as to Mr. Hawley’s person- 
ality may at this time be opportune. 
He is a young man just on the verge 
of the prime of life, having been born 
November 23, 1857, at Belleville, N. Y. 
He was educated in the public schools 
of Auburn, N. Y., and at Canandaigua 
Academy. He pursued a course of 
legal study in the office of a_ leading 
law firm at Rochester, N .Y., where he 
received a training which’ has been of 
great service to him in his subsequent 
career. Opportunity and _ inclination, 
as well, led him to close his law books 
and take up the pen of a newspaper 
correspondent. His letters were soon 
published in such leading journals as 
the New York Times, Chicago Tribune 
and Philadelphia Press. He later be- 
came associated with a firm holding 
important contracts for, the construc- 
tion of a section of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad and other public works. 
So well did he acquit himself in this 
field that before long he had been 
named as director in many important 
boards and member of many commit- 
tees of organization and reorganiza- 
tion. 


In reply to the question as to when 
he expected the new system would be 
in operation on the canals, Mr. Haw- 
ley said: | 

“If the Superintendent of Public 
Works and State officers, together with 
the representatives of the commercial 
bodies of the State, approve of the Ca- 
ble Way system, as tested here today, 
the line will be speedily continued 
along the whole route of the Erie Ca- 
nal. We hope soon to be furnishing 
power to the 3000 boats now navigating 
the Erie Canal and confer old-time 
prosperity upon their owners. We ex- 
pect to operate bridges and locks elec- 
trically and illuminate at night the 
channel. Our transmission cables, fol- 
lowing its line and branching from it, 
will bring benefits to eyery section. 
We expect to reach the thriving val- 
lages that lie along the line of the Au- 
burn branch of the New York Central. 
Our distributing stations will be lo- 
cated thirty miles apart and in them 
the current received at high potentials 
be transformed to any required voltage. 
In the stone districts clectricity can op- 


dressing it. It can operate the pumps 
at salt wells. Our villages can afford 
to be lighted. The industries of our 
towns can draw at will upon the en- 
ergy of Niagara. Residences will be 
heated by its means. Trolley lines will 
pierce further into the suburbs of our 
‘cities, developing new tracts for resi- 
dence purposes. Street railways will 
join together neighboring towns and 
the last vestige of the stagecoach will 
disappear. This new force will en- 
franchise labor by performing many 
of its tasks. Its discovery and utiliza- 
tion is the crowning triumph of asci- 
ence and of the age.” ; 

“Are you positive that this enérgyv can 
be economically transmitted across the 
State?’’ Mr. Hawley was asked. 

“It is just as easy to turn machinery 
on the banks of the Hudson with energy 
generated at Niagara as it is to light an 
incandescent lamp on Goat Island. 
There is no longer any question in this 
regard. Light and power companies 
are now successfully sending energy 
ver one hundred miles. It can just is 
readily be sent any required distance. 
The question of lon istance transmis- 
sion, however, is not a vital one, ow- 
ing to the abundance of water power 
-suitable for generating electricity. But 
I confidently expect to see the time 
when offices on Broadway in New York 
city are both lighted and heatel by 
energy drawn from the bosom of Ni- 
agara.”’ 

“Is it necessary to the success of the 
Cable Way system that the $9.000,000 
appropriation bill be ratified by the 
electors this fall?’’ 

“Not in the least. Our system is 
equally applicable to the present canal 
or any enlargement of it, even a ship 
canal. As today constituted the peo- 
ple’s waterway is capable of perform- 
ing greatly increased service. Under 
the impetus of electrical propulsion and 
increased traffic it could largely aug- 
ment its carrying capacity.” 

“In my judgment, however, no wiser 
or more beneficial use could be made 
of public funds than to appropriate a 
reasonable amount to canal purposes. 
Increased depth would petty fa- 
cilitate rapid transit. /We*noi onl¥ owe 
a debt of gratitude to this great water- 
way, but shall be unwise if we refuse 
to provide for its future possibilities.

We can never ge, 
abreast of modern progress »y cutting 
out a little eel grass or sharpening a 
prod for a mule team, It is such sul- 
cidal measures as these that are mak- 
ing Baltimore, Philadelphia, Boston 
and Montreal marts of export ior mil- 
lions of bushels of grain that should 
have sought Europe by wax of the Evie 
Canal and the harbor of New York. 
“We want to restore the importarce 
of this waterway as a commercial fzac- 
tor; to make it a channel whereby the 
products of the great West and North- 
west can cheaply and speedily seek the 
sea; to make it a vital commercial ar- 
tery between tide-water and the distant 
shores of Lake Superior; to make it the 
favored highway for bulky and less per- 


ishable commodities. The canal has 
yet inherent power to build up the 
towns and cities along its course. 


Transportation by water is much 
cheaper than by land. With electrical 
energy pulsating along our waterway 
it will prove adequate to the demands 
of the time.” 

“Have you encountered much opp si- 
tion to the introduction of this new 
propelling agent?’ was asked.
